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"Before the crown we wear, there is the 
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because the arc of the moral universe is

One whose first foreign policy decision will be to 
announce that we no longer support Israel but rather 
demand the Jewish state be dismantled, vacated, and 
returned to the Palestinian peoples.

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Because I've read history, I find little-to-no hope for 
America at present. 

As the first quote, above, points out, concerning the po- 
litical lead-up to the American Civil War, history will show 
that we, today, are living in similar times and will suffer a 
similar - though much worse - "fate". 

As it was 150 years ago, Americans today live during a 
time when we have ceased to reason, to tolerate, to 
compromise on political issues. And the breakdown of 
politics always leads to bloodshed. 

Unlike many Americans today, I don't see us entering 
into a second American Revolution; rather, I see us en- 
tering into a second American Civil War. 

Americans hate their fellow Americans. They do not rea- 
son together, they call each other vicious, horrible, and 
hateful names instead.

We live in terrible times. Yet I can see the good that will, 
eventually, come from the terrible - but well-deserved - 
catastrophe that is about to befall America. 

For one thing, we have been on the course of seculariz- 
ing America for the past 50 years and we have now had 
the time to see where this course of secularization has 
taken us: a society in which over 50 million babies have 
been brutally slaughtered without being given so much 
as a chance to take their first breath.

My only hope is that once the greater slaughter is over 
(i.e., WW III) we will have the opportunity to rebuild 
America upon the ashes of whatever is left of her. And 
we will have the opportunity to build a culture that loves, 
respects, and welcomes each and every human life; un- 
like the culture of death we live in today, which so easily 
- even proudly - snuffs out the most precious of all the 
gifts that God himself has given to us. 

Perhaps after 150 million deaths, all Americans will learn 
to treasure, rather than to destroy, human lives?

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America - Why the Left and

I predicted the so-called "debt crisis" to be the final death 
blow to the TEA Party and I was wrong about that, but I 
was correct about the whole debt ceiling "crisis" being all 
about the TEA Party, which it was.

Life, Society, Law, and Lan- 
guage 

We (people) tend to be very pragmatic when it comes to 
law in our societies. We tend toward an overwhelming 
majority of the group being in complete agreement on 
many, if not most, basic points of law. Sort of a "lowest 
common denominator" approach to legal and social the- 
ory. 

Regarding life issues, I am consistently prolife . because I 
believe that a more just society would outlaw: capital 
punishment , abortion , war , and euthanasia . 

I was involved in a discussion, not long ago, during 
which I found myself having to define the most basic of 
words to the person with whom I was having this discus- 
sion; words such as: life, death, law, justice, etc. The 
discussion involved abortion on demand, which means 
abortion for any reason whatsoever. I was unsure, at 
first, whether I should be taking this person seriously, 
because the definitions of such basic words are, well, 
pretty basic. But, apparently, when it comes to the issue 
of abortion, even the simplest words are distorted to rep- 
resent and symbolize something that they were never 
intended to represent or symbolize, and that's a real 
problem, because societies depend upon language to 
write their laws and language is simply a system of signs 
or symbols . 

I've written a very simple law, which should be easy 
enough for anyone to understand, designed to protect all 
human beings within our society from being killed, inten- 
tionally and unjustly, by other human beings within our 
society (with the sole exception being made for self- 
defense and the defense of innocents). And because 
people do like to quibble about the meanings of words, 
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especially when it comes to abortion, I've also included 
the proper definition of each word I've used, as well as 
the word's part of speech. 

If, after reading this law, you still doesn't understand 
what I'm saying, or if you don't agree with what I'm ad- 
vocating, or if it happens to be your desire that abortion 
on demand would continue to be legal throughout the 
US for the foreseeable future, then please write me and 
explain to me why you believe this and tell me what sorts 
of arguments you are using to defend your prochoice 
position, because I've yet to hear a sound argument that 
proves why abortion is NOT a moral evil and I doubt that 
you or anyone can make such an argument. 

Law: "The intentional destruction of a human being of 
any age is not permitted by law. Deadly force is permit- 
ted only when exercised directly in defense of innocent 
human life." 

This law is as simple as I could possibly write it. As I see 
it, the law would prohibit the following: murder, all forms 
of homicide or manslaughter committed with malicious 
intent, capital punishment, abortion, war, and euthanasia 
(when the natural, biological death process has yet to 
begin). 

The law would permit: deadly force when used in self- 
defense, defense of others (i.e., innocents), war (in de- 
fense of direct attack) and the prescription of pain relief 
medications (as the individual, family, and physician 
sees fit) to dying people once the (natural, biological) 
death process has begun. 

Words used: 24 (distinctly different) words used; 29 total 
words (3 words are used twice: "human", "is", "permit- 
ted"; and one word is used 3 times: "of"). 
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"the": definite article ; used, especially before a noun, 
with a specifying or particularizing effect; used to refer to 
specific or particular nouns. 

" intentional ": adjective ; done with intent or on purpose;; 
modifies nouns (modify meaning "to change in some 
way"). 

" destruction ": noun ; the act of destroying or state of be- 
ing destroyed. 

"of"(3x): preposition ; used to indicate distance or direc- 
tion from, etc. 

"a": indefinite article ; any; a single. 

" human ": noun ; being human, a member of the human 
family; consisting of members of the family Hominidae . 

" being ": noun ; existing; a particular, existing member of 
the human family. 

"of"(3x): preposition ; used to indicate distance or direc- 
tion from, etc. 

" any ": adjective ; one, a, an, or some; one or more with- 
out specification or identification. 



" age ": noun ; length of time during which a thing (e.g., 
human being) has existed.

Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. was murdered by the US 
federal government , not by James Earl Ray.

Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC 
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The Rev. Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Memorial Sculpture 
- One Man's Interpretation 

Like many, I, too, was somewhat put-off by the sculpture 
of Rev Dr Martin Luther King, Jr. 

Dr King is, of all people, most inspirational to me, and he 
has been since his murder in 1968, when I was eight 
years old . 

The sculpture of Dr King, which is at the new memorial, 
seems not to resemble Dr King. This visual representa- 
tion of Dr King, standing, with his arms crossed, is not 
one I have seen before, in photographs, and it makes 
him appear the opposite of what he was: a man of great 
love, compassion, and humility. 

But, in my contemplation of the sculpture, I now see why 
Dr King is represented as he is, although I am unaware 
of the artist's intentions. Dr King's image, here, repre- 
sents a firmness of conviction, a dedication to the work 
of peace and justice, and a confidence in the future vic- 
tory in which love implements the demands of justice . 

Dr King's image, to me, appears to be leading us, still, 
ever forward, in pursuit of peace and justice for all peo- 
ples, and in pursuit of victory. As King once said , the 
night before he was murdered, "I may not get there with 
you, but I have been to the mountain top, and I have 
seen the promised land!" 

The sculpture of Dr King portrays the image of a man 
who is not joyous, as though he is seeing the victory: a 
promised land of peace and justice in America. Rather, 
his expression is stern, as though he is not-at-all a 
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happy man. And why should he be? Were he alive today 
he would be furious with a righteous indignation. 

Dr King, in 1967, spoke out against America's ONE war: 
Vietnam. What would he say/do today, knowing America 
is presently engaged in wars in Afghanistan, Iraq, Paki- 
stan, and Libya? And soon to be engaged in Syria and 
Iran? 

What would he think of us? Those who have his words , 
and his message , but who, apparently, lack the integrity 
and the courage of conviction to stand up for what's right 
and DEMAND peace and justice NOW?! 

I think Dr King, if he were to visit us today, would weep, 
much like Jesus wept over Jerusalem after national Is- 
rael finally, officially , rejected him, as well as all the 
prophets God had sent to them. King would weep over 
us and our rejection of him and his message of love, 
peace, justice, and brotherhood.

'Don't worry,' a doctor might say, 'it's 
only pre-embryos that we're manipulating or freezing. 
They won't turn into real human embryos until after 
we've put them back into your body.'"

According to this elementary definition of life, life begins 
at fertilization, when a sperm unites with an oocyte. 
From this moment, the being is highly organized, has the 
ability to acquire materials and energy, has the ability to 
respond to his or her environment, has the ability to 
adapt, and has the ability to reproduce (the cells divide, 
then divide again, etc., and barring pathology and pend- 
ing reproductive maturity has the potential to reproduce 
other members of the species). Non-living things do not 
do these things. 
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Even before the mother is aware that she is pregnant, a 
distinct, unique life has begun his or her existence inside 
her. 

Furthermore, that life is unquestionably human. A hu- 
man being is a member of the species homo sapiens. 
Human beings are products of conception, which is 
when a human male sperm unites with a human female 
oocyte (egg). When humans procreate, they don't make 
non-humans like slugs, monkeys, cactuses, bacteria, or 
any such thing. 

Emperically-verifiable proof is as close as your nearest 
abortion clinic: send a sample of an aborted fetus to a 
laboratory and have them test the DNA to see if its hu- 
man or not. Genetically, a new human being comes into 
existence from the earliest moment of conception. 

In Roe vs. Wade, Justice Harry Blackmun noted, "The 
appellee and certain amici argue that the fetus is a 'per- 
son' within the language and meaning of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. In support of this, they outline at length 
and in detail the well-known facts of fetal development. 
If this suggestion of personhood is established, the ap- 
pellant's case, of course, collapses, for the fetus' right to 
life would then be guaranteed specifically by the (Four- 
teenth) Amendment." 

According to Webster's Seventh New Collegiate Diction- 
ary, a person is "a human being."

"In the same spirit of Pacem in Terns , Benedict XVI him- 
self expressed the need to create a world political 
authority. This seems obvious if we consider the fact that 
the agenda of questions to be dealt with globally is be- 
coming ever longer. Think, for example, of peace and 
security; disarmament and arms control; promotion and 
protection of fundamental human rights; management of 
the economy and development policies; management of 
the migratory flows and food security, and protection of 
the environment. In all these areas, the growing interde- 
pendence between States and regions of the world be- 
comes more and more obvious as well as the need for 
answers that are not just sectorial and isolated, but sys- 
tematic and integrated, rich in solidarity and subsidiarity 
and geared to the universal common good. 

As the Pope reminds us, if this road is not followed, 'de- 
spite the great progress accomplished in various sec- 
tors, international law would risk being conditioned by 
the balance of power among the strongest nations.' 
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The purpose of the public authority, as John XXIII re- 
called in Pacem in Terns , is first and foremost to serve 
the common good. Therefore, it should be endowed with 
structures and adequate, effective mechanisms equal to 
its mission and the expectations placed in it. This is es- 
pecially true in a globalized world which makes individu- 
als and peoples increasingly interconnected and inter- 
dependent, but which also reveals the existence of 
monetary and financial markets of a predominantly 
speculative sort that are harmful for the real economy, 
especially of the weaker countries."

Below is a relevant excerpt from Pacem in Terris : 

Today the universal common good presents us with 
problems which are world-wide in their dimensions; 
problems, therefore, which cannot be solved except by a 
public authority with power, organization and means co- 
extensive with these problems, and with a world-wide 
sphere of activity. Consequently the moral order itself 
demands the establishment of some such general form 
of public authority. 

Public Authority Instituted by Common Consent and Not 
Imposed by Force 

But this general authority equipped with world-wide 
power and adequate means for achieving the universal 
common good cannot be imposed by force. It must be 
set up with the consent of all nations. If its work is to be 
effective, it must operate with fairness, absolute imparti- 
ality, and with dedication to the common good of all peo- 
ples. The forcible imposition by the more powerful na- 
tions of a universal authority of this kind would inevitably 
arouse fears of its being used as an instrument to serve 
the interests of the few or to take the side of a single

nation, and thus the influence and effectiveness of its 
activity would be undermined. For even though nations 
may differ widely in material progress and military 
strength, they are very sensitive as regards their juridical 
equality and the excellence of their own way of life. They 
are right, therefore, in their reluctance to submit to an 
authority imposed by force, established without their co- 
operation, or not accepted of their own accord." 

The entire document - Pacem in Terris - should be read 
and studied by everyone.

Peer-to-Peer Communism vs. The Client-Server Capital- 
ist State: "Proposing an approach to class struggle 
based upon venture communism and copyfarleft would 
be shocking to many revolutionaries due to the utilization 
of joint stock corporations, bonds, rental agreements, 
copyright licenses and the retention of the market ex- 
change of the products of labor.

Strategy: The Otpor strategy of Occupy Wall Street and 
Stop The Machine: 

"But Otpor's founders realized that young people would 
participate in politics - if it made them feel heroic and 
cool, part of something big. It was postmodern revolu- 
tion. "Our product is a lifestyle," Marovic explained to 
me. "The movement isn't about the issues. It's about my 
identity. We're trying to make politics sexy." Traditional 
politicians saw their job as making speeches and their 
followers' job as listening to them; Otpor chose to have 
collective leadership, and no speeches at all. And if the 
organization took inspiration from Gandhi and Martin 
Luther King Jr., it also took cues from Coca-Cola, with its 
simple, powerful message and strong brand. Otpor's 
own logo was a stylized clenched fist - an ironic, mock- 
ing expropriation of the symbol of the Serb Partisans in 
World War II, and of communist movements every- 
where."

Occupy Wall Street versus- 
Traditional America - Talking 
Points

Introduction 

The following are talking points concerning the Occupy 
Wall Street Movement (OWS/OTPOR) wherein the OWS 
position is taken from one of its OTPOR/CANVAS hand- 
books : Nonviolent Struggle - 50 Crucial Points , 
which are herein contrasted with exposes/refutations of 
these same points, which are taken from the perspective 
of the traditional American movement : Summer of Jus- 
tice -2012 -DC (SOJ). 

These representation of OWS are not meant to apply to 
everyone who is involved in the OWS Movement, but 
only to the philosophy, strategies, organizers, and know- 
ing participants within this OTPOR/CANVAS movement. 

Talking Points 

OWS/OTPOR: "It is actually the fear of sanctions that 
make this [sanctions] an important pillar. If an organiza- 
tion can predictably punish a detractor and cause fear, 
then it has power. If others in society perceive the pun- 
ishment as legitimate, it has even more power. In terms 
of a nonviolent campaign, this aspect of power relates to 
the ability of the organization to credibly, persistently, 
and publicly show how the regime abuses basic human 
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and civil rights. This creates a punishment (sanction) 
that the nonviolent movement can use against a re- 
gime's use of illegitimate force." 

SOJ: Demonstrate how OWS's angry invasion actions 
are not credible , and demand that their criminal actions 
be punished. Expose Ad busters Culturejammer HQ as 
the OTPOR motivators of OWS and expose the Leftist 
foundation funding of Adbusters . 

OWS/OTPOR: "The group of psychological, traditional, 
cultural, religious and sometimes ideological factors (i.e. 
habits, attitudes, sense of responsibility ) that may in- 
duce people to obey and assist the rulers. Those factors 
usually owe their existence to some combination of relig- 
ion and culture, or conventions, such as a tradition of 
obeying people in uniforms or representatives of the re- 
ligious establishment." 

SOJ: Demonstrate the hatred OWS has for traditional 
religious and moral values and for just laws. Portray 
OWS as radical Leftist immoral God-haters (e.g., com- 
munists , socialists , anarchists ) who belong in jail for the 
criminal occupation and invasion actions they are engag- 
ing in. 

OWS/OTPOR: "By themselves, rulers cannot collect 
taxes, enforce repressive laws and regulations, keep 
trains running on time, prepare national budgets, direct 
traffic, manage ports, print money, repair roads, keep 
markets supplied with food, make steel, build rockets, 
train the police and army, issue postage stamps or even 
milk a cow. People provide these services to the ruler 
though a variety of organizations and institutions. If peo- 
ple would stop providing these skills, the ruler could not 
rule." (Gene Sharp, The Politics of Nonviolent Action ). 

SOJ: Portray OWS as a small group of radical , lawless 
trouble-makers who are intent on obstructing and dis- 
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rupting the normal lives of good, law-abiding citizens by 
taking over public spaces , hindering the normal flow of 
traffic , wasting taxpayers money (e.g., overtime pay for 
law enforcement ) invading places of business and public 
places , inconveniencing and frightening innocent people 
(e.g., disorderly conduct, harassment , trespassing, ille- 
gal sleeping and camping in city parks , public urination). 
Point out that the "occupiers", who say they hate special 
privileges for the wealthy and care about the homeless, 
are enjoying a special privilege, double-standard ; be- 
cause the police are allowing them to camp and sleep in 
public parks, whereas the police do not allow the home- 
less to do so for any reason whatsoever. Occupiers are 
being violent lawbreakers , especially so when they 
cheer-on such things as the vandalization of a grocery 
store and a bank branch . 

OWS/OTPOR: "Power in society is expressed largely 
through institutions and organizations. Most individuals 
do not exert much political power by them- selves, but 
institutions are made of groups of people who can be 
persuaded to change their point of view and withdraw 
support collectively. These institutions, holding up the 
structures of power, are called the Pillars of Support. If 
people within these pillars start to withdraw their support, 
then the government or other opponent will begin to col- 
lapse." 

SOJ: Portray OWS as angry radicals who are attempting 
to destroy the very foundations of American representa- 
tive democracy rather than seeking legitimate, peaceful , 
democratic improvements in American government and 
society. The radical nature of OWS and the movement's 
angry , radical attempt to destroy our legitimate institu- 
tions will result in chaos and anarchy and not a peaceful 
transition of power and the restoration of our cherished 
liberties. OWS radicals are attempting to tear American 
government and society apart ; they are not attempting to 
improve American government and society. 
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OWS/OTPOR: "Each individual government is based on 
very few crucial pillars. Identifying crucial pillars and de- 
veloping a multi-level strategy that weakens those pillars 
may make the difference between success and failure 
for your nonviolent struggle. The nonviolent campaign's 
primary task: pulling individuals out of the pillars of sup- 
port! 

SOJ: Portray OWS as attempting to destroy , rather than 
improve upon, the crucial pillars of American government 
and society: the federal government, the civil service 
(bureaucracy), organized religion, and other traditionally 
respected institutions, the business community and oth- 
ers who manage the financial and economic sector. 
SOJ is attempting to restore the American government 
and society to our traditional, honorable, constitutional, 
religious, and moral values." 

OWS/OTPOR: "Obedience or acquiescence of individu- 
als and, more specifically, their willingness to follow or- 
ders, keeps each pillar functional, even where a gov- 
ernment's economic power is based mainly on a single 
industry or resource such as oil. Even in these cases, 
the pyramid could not stand without thousands of indi- 
viduals following orders. Therefore, individuals and the 
community as a whole have the power to withdraw their 
support, and not act in the way that the opponent wants 
them to." 

SOJ: Demonstrate the intention of OWS being to disrupt 
and shut down the ordinary flow of society , business , 
and government by breaking the laws and by coercing 
others to join them in doing so. They hope to slow , even 
stop , the ordinary flow of government and business by 
persuading employees to join their radical cause by 
slowing and stoping their work. SOJ supports just laws, 
order, and government while at the same time realizing 
we need to find solutions to the problems of inefficien- 
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cies, waste, and corruption that exist within the govern- 
ment. We should be working openly to fix the govern- 
ment, not striving secretly to undermine the government. 

OWS/OTPOR: "Why is obedience regarded as the "heart 
of political power"? The answer is simple: if people do 
not obey, the decision-makers cannot implement their 
decisions. Strategies for nonviolent struggle are based 
upon this insight. Mechanisms and methods of nonvio- 
lent struggle, exercised through political actions and 
campaigns, are exclusively targeted towards the with- 
drawal of support that people are providing to your op- 
ponent." 

SOJ: Explain how a nation can only function properly, for 
the common good of the People, when its people obey 
the laws of that nation. The opposite of law and order is 
anarchy and chaos , which is what OWS intends to cre- 
ate in America. OWS is a threat to the very social fabric - 
law and order - that holds the many, diverse peoples of 
America together as one nation. America isn't perfect, 
she never has been perfect, and she never will be per- 
fect; but America must always strive for perfection. The 
goal we seek is not to tear down the America we have 
built, but rather to love in her, despite her imperfections , 
to believe in her, and to press forward toward the prize 
that is her highest calling: to become one nation, under 
God, indivisible, with liberty and justice for all. 

OWS/OTPOR: "As in any serious operation, your most 
important activities will be related to assessment and 
planning. Planning is the first and foremost requirement 
in order to keep any major action, such as campaign, 
organized. Without proper planning, your campaign is 
just a series of "guesses," and your success is based on 
luck. Every aspect of your campaign should be planned 
before it is implemented, from the overall strategy to 
fundraising to grassroots organizing to media relations." 
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SOJ: Explain that one of the biggest lies told by OWS is 
that it is not a well planned, well-organized , and well fi- 
nanced movement. The OWS movement is, in fact, all of 
the above. Another big lie told by OWS is that they are 
" occupying " public spaces , when, in in fact, they are us- 
ing a combination of tactics : occupations and invasions . 
The OWS radicals never stay encamped; quietly and 
peacefully ; they always leave their camps to participate 
in massive , angry , noisy , and disruptive invasions of both 
private and public workspaces (e.g., private businesses , 
government offices , public museums ). 

OWS/OTPOR: "Through targeted communication you 
may persuade people in your society to change their 
point of view, pay attention to your activities, and even- 
tually, join your movement." 

SOJ: Explain how OWS has reveled their radical Leftist 
message and agenda. Who in America, or who in the 
entire world, isn't aware of the ongoing " occupation " of 
Wall Street and various of cites across America? Both 
the mainstream and alternative media have offered this 
movement all the media attention it has ever desired ; 
especially after one of OWS's early " actions " (i.e., a 
march ) resulted in an innocent young woman being 
harmed by the police. OWS hopes and intends for peo- 
ple to be harmed during their " actions ", especially if it's 
by the police, because this generates the media publicity 
they seek . OWS is not a harmless " occupation ", it is a 
well organized movement of shrewd, radical planners 
whose intentions are to invade private and public spaces 
and in so doing: destroy the very peace, safety , and so- 
cial stability we enjoy as a nation, which depends upon 
law and order . It's always the well-meaning - but horribly 
misled - low-level "occupier" who ends up making his 
way to the hospital after an " action ". It's never one of the 
high-level organizers of OWS who gets hurt, because 
these organizers have much better (and smarter) things 
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to do; such as making their ways into the television stu- 
dios , via their well-paid media contacts. 

OWS/OTPOR: "Limit and sanction repressive actions of 
your opponent." 

SOJ: Demand the government enforce the just laws 
OWS is violating (e.g., living in public parks, disturbing 
the peace ). We cannot allow OWS to attain its goal of 
"limiting sanctions and repressive actions" of the gov- 
ernment. We need to arrest and prosecute OWS for vio- 
lating just laws, and we need to do so with both wisdom 
and fortitude. 

OWS/OTPOR: "Each target audience has its own rules, 
and the individuals within these groups have their own 
specific opinions, interests, and wants. You should use 
these to attract individuals to your movement, and also 
to appeal to the target audiences' values, which are so- 
cially defined ideas about what is good or desirable." 

SOJ: Explain that traditional America does not hold the 
same " social values and ideas about what is good or 
desirable " as OWS does. OWS is a radical , pro-abortion 
far Left group that is not representing traditional America; 
rather, OWS is the antithesis of traditional America. 

OWS/OTPOR: "When the opponent calls the movement 
traitorous, do not argue against that frame - negating a 
message actually reinforces it as true by framing you as 
someone on the defensive. Instead, change the frame 
and introduce your frame of, for example, "being patri- 
otic", which should include values that are considered 
positive in your society but violated by your opponent." 
SOJ: Point out that everything OWS is protesting - and 
more - is already contained within our traditional Ameri- 
can movement: Summer of Justice 2012 DC; therefore 
the OWS protests are unnecessary, too little too late , 
and very wrong-headed . And, because OWS does not 
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represent the traditional American majority and its val- 
ues, will be ineffectual in achieving its goals. 

OWS/OTPOR: "How can we put our opponent in a di- 
lemma? Dilemma actions place the opponent in a situa- 
tion where any response made will result in a negative 
outcome for the opponent. Nonviolent strategists attempt 
to create a "lose-lose" framework for the opponent, and 
a "win-win" framework for the movement. Dilemma ac- 
tions can be tactical or strategic." 

SOJ: Demonstrate how OWS is purposely violating just 
laws and is expecting positive media attention on the 
movement when these just laws are enforced by the po- 
lice. We can subvert the OWS "dilemma strategy" by 
simply pointing out to the media that we are holding 
OWS to the same standards to which we hold all citi- 
zens, especially the homeless. The police need to make 
certain they employ a wise counter strategy by peace- 
fully removing OWS occupiers from their camps, even 
helping them to gather and pack their belongings, as 
well as making certain they find aid and services for all 
truly homeless persons in the parks in order for them to 
find appropriate care and shelter, which is available in all 
major cities. Put the OWS spokespeople on the horns of 
their own dilemma : Would they allow the homeless to 
camp in the parks forever, considering the safety and 
sanitary concerns this would raise? Would OWS not 
rather have the homeless clothed, fed, and given proper 
shelter, and other opportunities, which the police are 
now helping them to find, and as traditional Americans 
(religious organizations) are always providing for them? 
Accuse OWS of attempting to " reinvent the wheel of so- 
ciety " from scratch. Point out to them that, while they are 
trying to figure out what to do, our law abiding society 
has already, long ago, wisely decided the best courses 
of action to take concerning these issues within our so- 
ciety. Accuse OWS of being horribly naive and hope- 
lessly ignorant about the real world. Accuse their 
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spokespeople of having intellectual, idealistic, and im- 
practical "book knowledge" about the world and not the 
real world experience, such as police officers have, 
which is what's necessary when dealing realistically with 
real world people and problems (e.g., homelessness, 
sleeping in parks indefinitely, sanitation, disorderly con- 
duct). Explain how OWS is selfishly disregarding the pri- 
vate and publics spaces within our communities, and 
accuse them of recklessly disregarding the privacy and 
public access that is properly due to all members of so- 
ciety. Accuse OWS of enjoying special privileges and of 
holding to a double standard by explaining to them how 
OWS has been getting away with breaking the just laws 
of our society while everyone else is not allowed to do 
so. Accuse OWS of recklessly abusing, rather than 
properly enjoying, our right to peaceful assembly and our 
right to free speech . 

OWS/OTPOR: "The government is left to respond: Do 
nothing. ..or engage in sanctions. In either case the gov- 
ernment loses, because doing nothing means allowing 
its policies and laws to be disobeyed, and reacting with 
sanctions means violating what most of the population 
feels are important beliefs and values." 

SOJ: Point out that, although Americans value the right 
to peaceably assemble and the right to protest , we also 
value not allowing people to live in public parks indefi- 
nitely, nor do we value people angrily marching around 
town invading private businesses and public spaces yell- 
ing and screaming at people, especially when the people 
they are screaming at (e.g., low level bank branch em- 
ployees) are not at fault for the sins of Wall Street specu- 
lating and bailouts. Expose the "dilemma" strategy of 
OWS and point out that enforcing just laws (i.e., sanc- 
tions against living in parks, invading private businesses , 
and invading public spaces) is the proper course of ac- 
tion for America to take, because our society does not 
approve of (or value) these deviant behaviors. Criticize 
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OWS for their hypocrisy, because they are enjoying spe- 
cial privileges that are not allowed to or enjoyed by any- 
one else, especially the homeless, whom OWS claims to 
sympathizes with. Point out that OWS is not a peaceful 
movement like Dr Martin Luther King's movement was , 
and that OWS's attempt to lay claim to being the rightful 
heirs of King's tradition of nonviolence is illegitimate and 
hypocritical .

"The same non-violence non-profits who take CIA money

And when people come to town claiming to 
speak for a revolution and making their way into lefty 
media with the same bland lies, we need to be asking 
who is paying for their plane ticket, and why the hell are 
they not back at home, where their "revolution" is not in

Criticizing the ICNC and the associated Albert Einstein 
Institution is not to say that violence is an acceptable 
solution to social problems. In this regard, there are 
many radical anti-capitalist groups utilizing nonviolent 
action to fight their adversaries, though activists might 
exercise caution in advertising the good work of any 
specific activist organizations - in 2008, a young man 
called Sean Kirtley was convicted for "merely updat[ing] 
a website with details about authorised and peaceful 
protests" and subsequently sentenced to four and a half 
years in a British prison, of which he served sixteen 
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months before being acquitted on appeal. Massive dis- 
plays of nonviolent resistance have always been an es- 
sential component to challenging oppression success- 
fully. One can only hope that Western citizens will learn 
from contemporary history and rise up to overthrow the 
ultra-violent warmongers who manage their countries 
too, mindful of the fact that nonviolent liberal institutions 
are routinely complicit in the brutality of the systems they

6 Cathail: I think we need to look at the bigger picture 
here, and look at the forces that have decided it's time 
for Saleh to go. Of course, the Yemeni people are look- 
ing for democracy and they are naturally tired of his 
autocratic rule. 

But at the same time, we have to look at who's going to 
benefit from this, and who has been supporting the pro- 
testers? Not just in the past couple of months, but for the 
past couple of years. 

We've seen reports in The Washington Post and The 
New York Times about groups like the National Endow- 
ment for Democracy and their affiliates, the National 
Democratic Institute, the International Republican Insti- 
tute and Freedom House and so on that have been giv- 
ing all kinds of support, training and funding dissidents 
throughout the Arab world. 

Press TV: You were just speaking about someone profit- 
ing from this whole situation. Tell me who you have in 
mind. 
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6 Cathail: I think if we look at the people involved, for 
example the longtime president of the National Endow- 
ment for Democracy is Carl Gershman; Carl Gershman, 
back in the 1960's, was working in the research depart- 
ment of the Anti-Defamation League. As most people 
know, the Anti-Defamation League defends Israel and 
attacks critics of Israel, and its research often amounts 
to espionage on critics of Israel. 

If you look at who's the president of the National Demo- 
cratic Institute, it's Kenneth Wollack. Kenneth Wollack 
was a legislative director for AIPAC (American-Israel 
Public Affairs Committee) in the 1970's. 

Everywhere you look, for example, there are groups on- 
line such as cyberdissidents.org which supports pro- 
democracy activists in the Arab world and in Iran. It 
sounds very good but look at who founded this group. 
This was set up by the Adelson Institute which was lo- 
cated at the Shalem Center in Jerusalem. It is backed by 
people like Sheldon Adelson and Ronald Lauder. These 
are close friends of Benjamin Netanyahu. 

It was chaired by Natan Sharansky. Natan Sharansky, 
who poses as a human rights activist, resigned from Ar- 
iel Sharon's government over the withdrawal from Gaza. 
He chaired a group called onejerusalem.org which re- 
jects Palestinian sovereignty over any part of Jerusalem 
(al-Quds). 

These are the kinds of people that are supporting the 
dissidents in the Arab world and in Iran.

Jesus was sent only to Jews - "I was sent only to the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel." ~ Jesus Christ (Matthew 
15:24) 

Jesus seeks Jews who are lost - "What do you think? If a 
man has a hundred sheep, and one of them has gone 
astray, does he not leave the ninety-nine on the moun- 
tains and go in search of the one that went astray? And if 
he finds it, truly, I say to you, he rejoices over it more 
than over the ninety-nine that never went astray ~ Jesus 
Christ (Matthew 18:12-13). 

Jesus came not to abolish but to fulfill the Law and the 
Prophets - "Do not think that I have come to abolish the 
Law or the Prophets; I have not come to abolish them 
but to fulfill them. For truly, I say to you, until heaven and 
earth pass away, not an iota, not a dot, will pass from the 
Law until all is accomplished. Therefore whoever relaxes 
one of the least of these commandments and teaches 
others to do the same will be called least in the kingdom 
of heaven, but whoever does them and teaches them 
will be called great in the kingdom of heaven. For I tell 
you, unless your righteousness exceeds that of the 
scribes and Pharisees, you will never enter the kingdom 
of heaven" ~ Jesus Christ (Matthew 5:1 7-20). 

Jesus came to reveal the foundation of the Law and the 
Prophets: Love - "But when the Pharisees heard that he 
had silenced the Sadducees, they gathered together. 
And one of them, a lawyer, asked him a question to test 
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him. 'Teacher, which is the great commandment in the 
Law?' And he said to him, 'You shall love the Lord your 
God with all your heart and with all your soul and with all 
your mind. This is the great and first commandment. And 
a second is like it: You shall love your neighbor as your- 
self. On these two commandments depend all the Law 
and the Prophets'" ~ Jesus Christ (Matthew 22:34-40). 

Jesus rejected those Jews who rejected him and pro- 
claimed God's abandonment of the house of Israel - "O 
Jerusalem, Jerusalem, the city that kills the prophets and 
stones those who are sent to it! How often would I have 
gathered your children together as a hen gathers her 
brood under her wings, and you would not! See, your 
house is left to you desolate. For I tell you, you will not 
see me again, until you say, 'Blessed is he who comes in 
the name of the Lord!'" ~ Jesus Christ (Matthew 
23:37-39). 

Jesus proclaimed and foretold the destruction of the 
Jewish temple in Jerusalem - "Jesus left the temple and 
was going away, when his disciples came to point out to 
him the buildings of the temple. But he answered them, 
'You see all these, do you not? Truly, I say to you, there 
will not be left here one stone upon another that will not 
be thrown down'" (Matthew 25:1-2). 

Jesus proclaimed both his humanity and his divinity and 
he proclaimed that nothing would ever destroy his 
Church, which he would build - "Now when Jesus came 
into the district of Caesarea Philippi, he asked his disci- 
ples, 'Who do people say that the Son of Man is?' And 
they said, 'Some say John the Baptist, others say Elijah, 
and others Jeremiah or one of the prophets.' He said to 
them, "But who do you say that I am?' Simon Peter re- 
plied, 'You are the Christ, the Son of the living God.' And 
Jesus answered him, 'Blessed are you, Simon Bar- 
Jonah! For flesh and blood has not revealed this to you, 
but my Father who is in heaven. And I tell you, you are 
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Peter, and on this rock I will build my church, and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it'" ~ Jesus Christ 
(Matthew 16:13-18). 

Jesus foretold his being delivered up for execution by 
Jews (i.e. Israel) who rejected him - "When Jesus had 
finished all these sayings, he said to his disciples, 'You 
know that after two days the Passover is coming, and 
the Son of Man will be delivered up to be crucified.' Then 
the chief priests and the elders of the people gathered in 
the palace of the high priest, whose name was 
Caiaphas, and plotted together in order to arrest Jesus 
by stealth and kill him. But they said, "Not during the 
feast, lest there be an uproar among the people'" (Mat- 
thew 26:1-5). 

Jesus died - "And Jesus cried out again with a loud voice 
and yielded up his spirit. And behold, the curtain of the 
temple was torn in two, from top to bottom. And the earth 
shook, and the rocks were split. The tombs also were 
opened. And many bodies of the saints who had fallen 
asleep were raised, and coming out of the tombs after 
his resurrection they went into the holy city and ap- 
peared to many. When the centurion and those who 
were with him, keeping watch over Jesus, saw the 
earthquake and what took place, they were filled with 
awe and said, Truly this was the Son of God!'" (Matthew 
27:50-54). 

Jesus was buried and his tomb secured - "When it was 
evening, there came a rich man from Arimathea, named 
Joseph, who also was a disciple of Jesus. He went to 
Pilate and asked for the body of Jesus. Then Pilate or- 
dered it to be given to him. And Joseph took the body 
and wrapped it in a clean linen shroud and laid it in his 
own new tomb, which he had cut in the rock. And he 
rolled a great stone to the entrance of the tomb and went 
away. Mary Magdalene and the other Mary were there, 
sitting opposite the tomb. The next day, that is, after the 
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day of Preparation, the chief priests and the Pharisees 
gathered before Pilate and said, 'Sir, we remember how 
that impostor said, while he was still alive, 'After three 
days I will rise.' Therefore order the tomb to be made 
secure until the third day, lest his disciples go and steal 
him away and tell the people, 'He has risen from the 
dead,' and the last fraud will be worse than the first.' Pi- 
late said to them, 'You have a guard of soldiers. Go, 
make it as secure as you can.' So they went and made 
the tomb secure by sealing the stone and setting a 
guard" (Matthew 27:57-66). 

Jesus rose from the dead, lives forevermore, and pro- 
claims the good news of God's salvation, which is of- 
fered to all peoples (Jew and Gentile) of all nations - 
"Now after the Sabbath, toward the dawn of the first day 
of the week, Mary Magdalene and the other Mary went 
to see the tomb. And behold, there was a great earth- 
quake, for an angel of the Lord descended from heaven 
and came and rolled back the stone and sat on it. His 
appearance was like lightning, and his clothing white as 
snow. And for fear of him the guards trembled and be- 
came like dead men. But the angel said to the women, 
'Do not be afraid, for I know that you seek Jesus who 
was crucified. He is not here, for he has risen, as he 
said. Come, see the place where he lay. Then go quickly 
and tell his disciples that he has risen from the dead, 
and behold, he is going before you to Galilee; there you 
will see him. See, I have told you.' So they departed 
quickly from the tomb with fear and great joy, and ran to 
tell his disciples. And behold, Jesus met them and said, 
'Greetings!' And they came up and took hold of his feet 
and worshiped him. Then Jesus said to them, 'Do not be 
afraid; go and tell my brothers to go to Galilee, and there 
they will see me.' While they were going, behold, some 
of the guard went into the city and told the chief priests 
all that had taken place. And when they had assembled 
with the elders and taken counsel, they gave a sufficient 
sum of money to the soldiers and said, 'Tell people, 'His 
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disciples came by night and stole him away while we 
were asleep.' And if this comes to the governor's ears, 
we will satisfy him and keep you out of trouble.' So they 
took the money and did as they were directed. And this 
story has been spread among the Jews to this day.Now 
the eleven disciples went to Galilee, to the mountain to 
which Jesus had directed them. And when they saw him 
they worshiped him, but some doubted. And Jesus came 
and said to them, "All authority in heaven and on earth 
has been given to me. Go therefore and make disciples 
of all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit, teaching them to 
observe all that I have commanded you. And behold, I 
am with you always, to the end of the age'" (Matthew 
28:1-20). 

This writer's hope and belief - "I believe in the risen 
Christ - the Son of the living God - who is the living sav- 
ior of all humankind. I believe that this good news of our 
salvation, which comes to us only through Jesus Christ 
our risen Lord, is for both Jew and Gentile. I believe that 
anyone who hears and willfully rejects this great offer of 
salvation, who willfully refuses to turn away from doing 
evil, and who willfully refuses to do good works, is for- 
ever and rightfully damned to receive the eternal pun- 
ishment of almighty God, because I believe what Jesus, 
in the Gospels, has said. My hope is that all - both Jew 
and Gentile - will repent of (turn away from) their evil 
deeds (sins), believe in the resurrected Christ (have 
faith), and begin doing good for all peoples everywhere 
(good deeds) so that all might be saved and so that 
none should ever be damned. This is the only way we, 
together, can do God's will, which is to love one another, 
as a human community on earth, just as his will is being 
done by the community of angels and saints who are in 
heaven." ~ A. J. MacDonald, Jr. 

Scapegoating - People who blame Jews (or anyone) for 
all the evils of the world are making a scapegoat of 
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Jews, which means that such people are falsely blaming 
Jews for evil acts they did not commit. 

Accusations of crimes committed - People who blame 
Jews (or anyone) for evils they actually do are not plac- 
ing blame upon them falsely, because such people are 
rightly placing blame upon Jews for evil acts they did 
commit. 

According to today's usage of the word, a scapegoat is a 
person (or persons) innocent of evil doing who has the 
sins of others (i.e., evil doers) wrongly placed upon 
them. 

According to Jesus, a goat is: an evil doer. 

Lies - Speaking lies about Jews (or about anyone) that 
are born from a hatred of others, which improperly 
blames innocent Jews (or anyone) for evil acts they have 
not committed, can properly be call: hate-speech. (This 
is also slander and, if written: libel.) 

Truth - Speaking the truth about evil acts committed by 
Jews (or by anyone) is to take a stand for justice and for 
truth, which cannot properly be called: hate-speech (or 
"anti-semitic" hate-speech). 

Holy Scripture - Scapegoats 

"And he shall take from the congregation of the people of 
Israel two male goats for a sin offering, and one ram for 
a burnt offering. Aaron shall offer the bull as a sin offer- 
ing for himself and shall make atonement for himself and 
for his house. Then he shall take the two goats and set 
them before the LORD at the entrance of the tent of 
meeting. And Aaron shall cast lots over the two goats, 
one lot for the LORD and the other lot for Azazel. And 
Aaron shall present the goat on which the lot fell for the 
LORD and use it as a sin offering, but the goat on which 
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the lot fell for Azazel shall be presented alive before the 
LORD to make atonement over it, that it may be sent 
away into the wilderness to Azazel" (Leviticus 16:5-10). 
"And when he has made an end of atoning for the Holy 
Place and the tent of meeting and the altar, he shall pre- 
sent the live goat. And Aaron shall lay both his hands on 
the head of the live goat, and confess over it all the iniq- 
uities of the people of Israel, and all their transgressions, 
all their sins. And he shall put them on the head of the 
goat and send it away into the wilderness by the hand of 
a man who is in readiness. The goat shall bear all their 
iniquities on itself to a remote area, and he shall let the 
goat go free in the wilderness" (Leviticus 16:20-22). 

Holy Scripture - Jesus separates the sheep from the 
goats: Which are you? 

"When the Son of Man comes in his glory, and all the 
angels with him, then he will sit on his glorious throne. 
Before him will be gathered all the nations, and he will 
separate people one from another as a shepherd sepa- 
rates the sheep from the goats. And he will place the 
sheep on his right, but the goats on the left . . . Then he 
will say to those on his left, 'Depart from me, you cursed, 
into the eternal fire prepared for the devil and his angels. 
For I was hungry and you gave me no food, I was thirsty 
and you gave me no drink, I was a stranger and you did 
not welcome me, naked and you did not clothe me, sick 
and in prison and you did not visit me.' Then they also 
will answer, saying, 'Lord, when did we see you hungry 
or thirsty or a stranger or naked or sick or in prison, and 
did not minister to you?' Then he will answer them, say- 
ing, 'Truly, I say to you, as you did not do it to one of the 
least of these, you did not do it to me.' And these will go 
away into eternal punishment, but the righteous into 
eternal life." (Matthew 25:31-33; 41-46). 
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*An Important Point to Keep in Mind: All of the Apostles 
and most all of the early followers of (and believers in) 
Christ were Jews 

Gentiles are offered salvation and possession of the 
Kingdom of God only because Jews (i.e., Israel) rejected 
Jesus Christ - The Parable of the Tenants 

"Hear another parable. There was a master of a house 
[God] who planted a vineyard and put a fence around it 
and dug a winepress in it and built a tower and leased it 
to tenants [Jews], and went into another country. When 
the season for fruit drew near, he sent his servants 
[prophets] to the tenants to get his fruit. And the tenants 
took his servants and beat one, killed another, and 
stoned another. Again he sent other servants, more than 
the first. And they did the same to them. Finally he sent 
his son [Jesus] to them, saying, They will respect my 
son.' But when the tenants saw the son, they said to 
themselves, This is the heir. Come, let us kill him and 
have his inheritance.' And they took him and threw him 
out of the vineyard and killed him. When therefore the 
owner of the vineyard comes, what will he do to those 
tenants?" They said to him, "He will put those wretches 
to a miserable death and let out the vineyard to other 
tenants [Gentiles]who will give him the fruits in their sea- 
sons." Jesus said to them, "Have you never read in the 
Scriptures: "The stone that the builders rejected has 
become the cornerstone; this was the Lord's doing, and 
it is marvelous in our eyes'? Therefore I tell you, the 
kingdom of God will be taken away from you [Jews] and 
given to a people [Gentiles]producing its fruits. And the 
one who falls on this stone [Jesus] will be broken to 
pieces; and when it falls on anyone, it will crush him." 
When the chief priests and the Pharisees heard his par- 
ables, they perceived that he was speaking about them. 
And although they were seeking to arrest him, they 
feared the crowds, because they held him to be a 
prophet (Matthew 21 :33-46). 
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The Pharisees - The Law, Traditions, and Command- 
ments Without Love 

"Then Pharisees and scribes came to Jesus from Jeru- 
salem and said, 'Why do your disciples break the tradi- 
tion of the elders? For they do not wash their hands 
when they eat.' He answered them, 'And why do you 
break the commandment of God for the sake of your 
tradition? For God commanded, 'Honor your father and 
your mother,' and, 'Whoever reviles father or mother 
must surely die.' But you say, 'If anyone tells his father or 
his mother, 'What you would have gained from me is 
given to God', he need not honor his father.' So for the 
sake of your tradition you have made void the word of 
God. You hypocrites! Well did Isaiah prophesy of you, 
when he said: 'This people honors me with their lips, but 
their heart is far from me; in vain do they worship me, 
teaching as doctrines the commandments of men'" (Mat- 
thew 15:1-9). 

What Defiles a Person? Unclean Foods? Or an Unclean 
Heart? 

"And he called the people to him and said to them, 'Hear 
and understand: it is not what goes into the mouth that 
defiles a person, but what comes out of the mouth; this 
defiles a person.' Then the disciples came and said to 
him, 'Do you know that the Pharisees were offended 
when they heard this saying?' He answered, 'Every plant 
that my heavenly Father has not planted will be rooted 
up. Let them alone; they are blind guides. And if the blind 
lead the blind, both will fall into a pit.' But Peter said to 
him, 'Explain the parable to us.' And he said, 'Are you 
also still without understanding? Do you not see that 
whatever goes into the mouth passes into the stomach 
and is expelled? But what comes out of the mouth pro- 
ceeds from the heart, and this defiles a person. For out 
of the heart come evil thoughts, murder, adultery, sexual 
immorality, theft, false witness, slander. These are what 
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defile a person. But to eat with unwashed hands does 
not defile anyone'" (Matthew 15:10-20). 

The Faith of a Canaanite (i.e., Palestinian Gentile) 
Woman 

"And Jesus went away from there and withdrew to the 
district of Tyre and Sidon. And behold, a Canaanite 
woman from that region came out and was crying, 'Have 
mercy on me, O Lord, Son of David; my daughter is se- 
verely oppressed by a demon.' But he did not answer 
her a word. And his disciples came and begged him, 
saying, 'Send her away, for she is crying out after us.' He 
answered, 'I was sent only to the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel.' But she came and knelt before him, saying, 
'Lord, help me.' And he answered, 'It is not right to take 
the children's bread and throw it to the dogs.' She said, 
'Yes, Lord, yet even the dogs eat the crumbs that fall 
from their masters' table.' Then Jesus answered her, 'O 
woman, great is your faith! Be it done for you as you de- 
sire.' And her daughter was healed instantly" (Matthew 
15:21-28). 

The Cleansing of the Temple 

"And Jesus entered the temple and drove out all who 
sold and bought in the temple, and he overturned the 
tables of the money-changers and the seats of those 
who sold pigeons. He said to them, 'It is written, 'My 
house shall be called a house of prayer,' but you make it 
a den of robbers'" (Matthew 21 :12-13). 

Christ's Seven Woes to (i.e., curses upon) the Scribes 
and Pharisees (i.e. Israel) 

"Then Jesus said to the crowds and to his disciples, 'The 
scribes and the Pharisees sit on Moses' seat, so practice 
and observe whatever they tell you — but not what they 
do. For they preach, but do not practice. They tie up 
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heavy burdens, hard to bear, and lay them on people's 
shoulders, but they themselves are not willing to move 
them with their finger'" (Matthew 23:1-4). 
"They do all their deeds to be seen by others. For they 
make their phylacteries broad and their fringes long, and 
they love the place of honor at feasts and the best seats 
in the synagogues and greetings in the marketplaces 
and being called rabbi by others" (Matthew 23:5-7). 

"But you are not to be called rabbi, for you have one 
teacher, and you are all brothers. And call no man your 
father on earth, for you have one Father, who is in 
heaven. Neither be called instructors, for you have one 
instructor, the Christ. The greatest among you shall be 
your servant. Whoever exalts himself will be humbled, 
and whoever humbles himself will be exalted" (Matthew 
23:8-12). 

"But woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! For 
you shut the kingdom of heaven in people's faces. For 
you neither enter yourselves nor allow those who would 
enter to go in. Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! For you travel across sea and land to make a sin- 
gle proselyte, and when he becomes a proselyte, you 
make him twice as much a child of hell as yourselves" 
(Matthew 23:13-15). 

"Woe to you, blind guides, who say, 'If anyone swears by 
the temple, it is nothing, but if anyone swears by the gold 
of the temple, he is bound by his oath.' You blind fools! 
For which is greater, the gold or the temple that has 
made the gold sacred? And you say, 'If anyone swears 
by the altar, it is nothing, but if anyone swears by the gift 
that is on the altar, he is bound by his oath.' You blind 
men! For which is greater, the gift or the altar that makes 
the gift sacred? So whoever swears by the altar swears 
by it and by everything on it. And whoever swears by the 
temple swears by it and by him who dwells in it. And 
whoever swears by heaven swears by the throne of God 
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and by him who sits upon it" (Matthew 23:1 6-22). 

"Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! For you 
tithe mint and dill and cumin, and have neglected the 
weightier matters of the law: justice and mercy and faith- 
fulness. These you ought to have done, without neglect- 
ing the others. You blind guides, straining out a gnat and 
swallowing a camel! (Matthew 23:23-24). 

"Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! For you 
clean the outside of the cup and the plate, but inside 
they are full of greed and self-indulgence. You blind 
Pharisee! First clean the inside of the cup and the plate, 
that the outside also may be clean" (Matthew 23:25-26). 

"Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! For you 
are like whitewashed tombs, which outwardly appear 
beautiful, but within are full of dead people's bones and 
all uncleanness. So you also outwardly appear righteous 
to others, but within you are full of hypocrisy and law- 
lessness" (Matthew 23:27-28). 

"Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! For you 
build the tombs of the prophets and decorate the monu- 
ments of the righteous, saying, 'If we had lived in the 
days of our fathers, we would not have taken part with 
them in shedding the blood of the prophets.' Thus you 
witness against yourselves that you are sons of those 
who murdered the prophets. Fill up, then, the measure of 
your fathers. You serpents, you brood of vipers, how are 
you to escape being sentenced to hell? Therefore I send 
you prophets and wise men and scribes, some of whom 
you will kill and crucify, and some you will flog in your 
synagogues and persecute from town to town, so that on 
you may come all the righteous blood shed on earth, 
from the blood of innocent Abel to the blood of Zechariah 
the son of Barachiah, whom you murdered between the 
sanctuary and the altar. Truly, I say to you, all these

things will come upon this generation" (Matthew 

23:29-36). 

Jesus' Lament over Jerusalem and his Proclamation of 

Judgement upon Israel 

"O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, the city that kills the prophets 
and stones those who are sent to it! How often would I 
have gathered your children together as a hen gathers 
her brood under her wings, and you would not! See, your 
house is left to you desolate. For I tell you, you will not 
see me again, until you say, 'Blessed is he who comes in 
the name of the Lord'" (Matthew 23:37-39). 

The Object and Doctrinal Teaching of the First Gospel - 
Catholic Encyclopedia 

Immediately after the descent of the Holy Ghost upon 
the Apostles, Peter preached that Jesus , crucified and 
risen, was the Messias , the Saviour of the World, and 
proved this assertion by relating the life, death, and res- 
urrection of the Lord. This was the first Apostolic teach- 
ing, and was repeated by the other preachers of the 
Gospel, of whom tradition tells us that Matthew was one. 
This Evangelist proclaimed the Gospel to the Hebrews 
and, before his departure from Jerusalem , wrote in his 
mother tongue the Gospel that he had preached. Hence 
the aim of the Evangelist was primarily apologetic. 

He wished to demonstrate to his readers, whether these 
were converts or still unbelieving Jews , that in Jesus the 
ancient prophecies had been realized in their entirety. 
This thesis includes three principal ideas : 

Jesus is the Messias , and the kingdom He inaugurates 
is the Messianic kingdom foretold by the prophets : be- 
cause of their sins , the Jews , as a nation, shall have no 
part in this kingdom the Gospel will be announced to all 
nations, and all are called to salvation. 
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Jesus as Messias 

St. Matthew has shown that in Jesus all the ancient 
prophesies on the Messias were fulfilled. He was the 
Emmanuel, born of a Virgin Mother ( 1 :22-23 ), an- 
nounced by Isaias ( 7:14 ); He was born at Bethlehem (ii, 
6), as had been predicted by Micheas (v, 2), He went to 
Egypt and was recalled thence (ii, 15) as foretold by 
Osee ( 11:1) . According to the prediction of Isaias ( 40:3 ), 
He was heralded by a precursor, John the Baptist (iii, 1 
sqq.); He cured all the sick (viii, 16 so.), that the Proph- 
ecy of Isaias ( 53:4 ) might be fulfilled; and in all His ac- 
tions He was indeed the same of whom this prophet had 
spoken (xiii, 1). His teaching in parables ( 13:3 ) was con- 
formable to what Isaias had said (6:9). Finally, He suf- 
fered, and the entire drama of His Passion and Death 
was a fulfilment of the prophecies of Scripture ( Isaiah 
53:3-12 ; Psalm 21:13-22 ). Jesus proclaimed Himself the 
Messias by His approbation of Peter's confession 
( 16:16-17 ) and by His answer to the high priest 
( 26:63-64 ). St. Matthew also endeavours to show that 
the Kingdom inaugurated by Jesus Christ is the Messi- 
anic Kingdom . From the beginning of His public life, Je- 
sus proclaims that the Kingdom of Heaven is at hand 
( 4:17 ); in the Sermon on the Mount He promulgates the 
charter of this kingdom, and in parables He speaks of its 
nature and conditions. In His answer to the envoys of 
John the Baptist Jesus specifically declares that the 
Messianic Kingdom , foretold by the Prophets, has come 
to pass, and He describes its characteristics: "The blind 
see, and the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, the 
deaf hear, the dead rise again, the poor have the gospel 
preached to them." It was in these terms, that Isaias had 
described the future kingdom ( 35:5-6 ). St. Matthew re- 
cords a very formal expression of the Lord concerning 
the coming of the Kingdom: "But if I by the Spirit of God 
cast out devils, then is the kingdom of God come upon 
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you" (xii, 28). Moreover, Jesus could call Himself the 
Messias only inasmuch as the Kingdom of God had 
come. 

The Exclusion of Jews as a Nation (i.e., Israel) from 
Christ's Messianic Kingdom 

The Jews as a nation were rejected because of their 
sins , and were to have no part in the Kingdom of 
Heaven . This rejection had been several times predicted 
by the prophets , and St. Matthew shows that it was be- 
cause of its incredulity that Israel was excluded from the 
Kingdom, he dwells on all the events in which the in- 
creasing obduracy of the Jewish nation is conspicuous, 
manifested first in the princes and then in the hatred of 
the people who beseech Pilate to put Jesus to death. 
Thus the Jewish nation itself was accountable for its ex- 
clusion from the Messianic kingdom . 

The Universal Proclamation of the Gospel 

That the pagans were called to salvation instead of the 
Jews , Jesus declared explicitly to the unbelieving Israel- 
ites : "Therefore I say to you that the kingdom of God 
shall be taken from you, and shall be given to a nation 
yielding the fruits thereof" (xxi, 43); "He that soweth the 
good seed, is the Son of man . And the field is the world" 
(xiii, 37-38). "And this gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preached in the whole world for a testimony to all na- 
tions, and then shall the consummation come" (xxiv, 14). 
Finally, appearing to His Apostles in Galilee , Jesus gives 
them this supreme command: "All power is given to me 
in heaven and in earth. Going therefore, teach ye all na- 
tions" (xxviii 18, 19).

The Jewish Babylonian Talmud - Jesus Was a Magician 
According to The Jewish Encyclopedia . Jesus was often 
accused by the Talmudists of performing magic. 

It is the tendency of all these sources to belittle the per- 
son of Jesus by ascribing to him illegitimate birth, magic, 
and a shameful death ... 

Magic may have been ascribed him over against the 
miracles recorded in the Gospels ... 

The sojourn of Jesus in Egypt is an essential part of the 
story of his youth. According to the Gospels he was in 
that country in his early infancy, but Celsus says that he 
was in service there and learned magic ... 

According to Celsus (in Origen, "Contra Celsum," i. 28) 
and to the Talmud (Shab. 104b), Jesus learned magic in 
Egypt and performed his miracles by means of it; the 
latter work, in addition, states that he cut the magic for- 
mulas into his skin. It does not mention, however, the 
nature of his magic performances (Tosef., Shab. xi. 4; 
Yer. Shab. 18d); but as it states that the disciples of Je- 
sus healed the sick "in the name of Jesus Pandera" (Yer. 
Shab. 14d; Ab. Zarah 27b; Eccl. R. i. 8 ) it may be as- 
sumed that its author held the miracles of Jesus also to 
have been miraculous cures. Different in nature is the 
witchcraft attributed to Jesus in the "Toledot." When Je- 
sus was expelled from the circle of scholars, he is said to 
have returned secretly from Galilee to Jerusalem, where 
he inserted a parchment containing the "declared name 
of God" ("Shem ha-Meforash"), which was guarded in 
the Temple, into his skin, carried it away, and then, tak- 
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ing it out of his skin, he performed his miracles by its 
means. This magic formula then had to be recovered 
from him, and Judah the Gardener (a personage of the 
"Toledot" corresponding to Judas Iscariot) offered to do 
it; he and Jesus then engaged in an aerial battle (bor- 
rowed from the legend of SIMON MAGUS), in which Ju- 
dah remained victor and Jesus fled. 

The accusation of magic is frequently brought against 
Jesus. Jerome mentions it, quoting the Jews: "Magum 
vocant et Judaei Dominum meum" ("Ep. 1v., ad Ascel- 
lam," i. 196, ed. Vallarsi); Marcus, of the sect of the Val- 
entinians, was, according to Jerome, a native of Egypt, 
and was accused of being, like Jesus, a magician (Hil- 
genfeld, "Ketzergesch." p. 870, Leipsic, 1884). The ac- 
cusation of magic is frequently brought against Jesus ... 
As Balaam the magician and, according to the derivation 
of his name, "destroyer of the people", was from both of 
these points of view a good prototype of Jesus, the latter 
was also called "Balaam" ... 

"Jesus performed all his miracles by means of magic..."

The place and value of the gospel miracles - Catholic 
Encyclopedia 

In studying the Gospel miracles we are impressed by the 
accounts given of their multitude, and by the fact that 
only a very small proportion of them is related by the 
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Evangelists in detail; the Gospels speak only in the most 
general terms of the miracles Christ performed in the 
great missionary journeys through Galilee and Judea . 
We read that the people, seeing the things which He did, 
followed Him in crowds ( Matthew 4:25 ), to the number of 
5000 ( Luke 9:14 ) so that He could not enter the cities, 
and His fame spread from Jerusalem through Syria 
( Matthew 4:24 ). His reputation was so great that the 
chief priests in council speak of Him as one who "doth 
many miracles" ( John 11:47 ), the disciples at Emmaus 
as the "prophet, mighty in work and word before God 
and all the people" ( Luke 24:19 ), and St. Peter describes 
Him to Cornelius as the wonder-working preacher ( Acts 
10:38 ). Out of the great mass of miraculous events sur- 
rounding our Lord's person, the Evangelists made a se- 
lection. True , it was impossible to narrate all ( John 
20:30 ). Yet we can see in the narrated miracles a twofold 
reason for the selection. 

(1) The great purpose of the Redemption was the mani- 
festation of God's glory in the salvation of man through 
the Nfe and work of His Incarnate Son . Thus it ranks su- 
preme among the works of God's Providence over men. 

This explains the life and teaching of Christ : it enables 
us to grasp the scope and plan of His miracles. They can 
be considered in relation to the office and person of 
Christ as Redeemer. Thus they have their source in the 
hypostatic union and follow on the relation of Christ to 
men as Redeemer. In them we can see references to the 
great redemption work He came to accomplish. Hence 
the Evangelists conceive Christ's miraculous power as 
an influence radiating from Him ( Mark 5:30 : Luke 6:19 ), 
and theologians call the miracles of Christ theandrical 
works. 

Their aim is the glory of God in the manifestation of 
Christ's glory and in the salvation of men, as e.g. in the 
miracle of Cana ( John 2:11 ), in the Transfiguration ( Mat- 
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thew 17 ), the Resurrection of Lazarus ( John 11:15 ), 
Christ's last prayer for the Apostles ( John 17 ), the Resur- 
rection of Christ ( Acts 10:40 ). St. John opens his Gospel 
with the Incarnation of the Eternal Word and adds, "we 
saw his glory " ( John 1:14 ). Hence Irenaeus ( Against 
Heresies V ) and Athanasius (Incarn.) teach that the 
works of Christ were the manifestations of the Divine 
Word who in the beginning made all things and who in 
the Incarnation displayed His power over nature and 
man , as a manifestation of the new life imparted to man 
and a revelation of the character and purposes of God . 
The repeated references in the Acts and in the Epistles 
to the "glory of Christ " have relation to His miracles. The 
source and purpose of the miracles of Christ is the rea- 
son for their intimate connection with His Nfe and teach- 
ing. A saving and redeeming mission was the purpose of 
the miracles, as it was of the doctrine and life of the 
eternal Son of God . 

Their motive was mercy. Most of Christ's miracles were 
works of mercy. They were performed not with a view to 
awe men by the feeling of omnipotence , but to show 
compassion for sinful and suffering humanity . They are 
not to be regarded as isolated or transitory acts of sym- 
pathy, but as prompted by a deep and abiding mercy 
which characterizes the office of Saviour. The Redemp- 
tion is a work of mercy, and the miracles reveal the 
mercy of God in the works of His Incarnate Son ( Acts 
10:38 ). 

Hence we can see in them a symbolical character. They 
were signs, and in a special sense they signified by the 
typical language of external facts, the inward renewal of 
the soul . Thus, in commenting on the miracle of the 
widow's son at Nairn , St. Augustine says that Christ 
raised three from the death of the body, but thousands 
from the death of sin to the life of Divine grace (Serm. de 
verbis Dom., xcviii, al. xliv). 
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The relief which Christ brought to the body represented 
the deliverance He was working on souls . His miracles 
of cures and healings were the visible picture of His 
spiritual work in the warfare with evil . These miracles, 
summarized in the answer of Jesus to the messengers 
of John ( Matthew 11 :5 ). are explained by the Fathers of 
the Church with reference to the ills of the soul ( ST 
lll:44 ). The motive and meaning of the miracles explain 
the moderation Christ showed in the use of His infinite 
power. Repose in strength is a sublime trait in the char- 
acter of Jesus ; it comes from the conscious possession 
of power to be used for the good of men. Rousseau con- 
fesses "All the miracles of Jesus were useful without 
pomp or display, but simple as His words, His life, His 
whole conduct" (Lettr. de la Montag., pt. I, lett. iii). He 
does not perform them for the sake of being a mere 
worker of miracles. Everything He does has a meaning 
when viewed in the relation Christ holds to men. In the 
class known as miracles of power Jesus does not show 
a mere mental and moral superiority over ordinary men. 
In virtue of His redeeming mission He proves that He is 
Lord and Master of the forces of nature . 

Thus by a word He stills the tempest, by a word He mul- 
tiplied a few loaves and fishes so that thousands feasted 
and were filled, by a word He healed lepers , drove out 
demons , raised the dead to life, and finally set the great 
seal upon His mission by rising from death, as He had 
explicitly foretold. Thus Renan admits that "even the 
marvellous in the Gospels is but sober good sense com- 
pared with that which we meet in the Jewish apocryphal 
writings or the Hindu or European mythologies" (Stud, in 
Hist, of Relig., pp. 177 203). 

Hence the miracles of Christ have a doctrinal import. 
They have a vital connection with His teaching and mis- 
sion, illustrate the nature and purpose of His kingdom, 
and show a connection with some of the greatest doc- 
trines and principles of His Church . Its catholicity is 
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shown in the miracles of the centurion's servant ( Mat- 
thew 8 ) and the Syro-phoenician woman ( Mark 7 ). The 
Sabbatical miracles reveal its purpose, i.e., the salvation 
of men, and show that Christ's kingdom marks the pass- 
ing of the Old Dispensation . His miracles teach the 
power of faith and the answer given to prayer . The cen- 
tral truth of His teaching was life. He came to give life to 
men, and this teaching is emphasized by raising the 
dead to life, especially in the case of Lazarus and His 
own Resurrection . The sacramental teaching of the 
miracles is manifested in the miracle of Cana ( John 2 ), in 
the cure of the paralytic, to show he had the power to 
forgive sins [and he used this power ( Matthew 9 ) and 
gave it to the Apostles ( John 20:23 ) ], in the multiplica- 
tion of the loaves ( John 6 ) and in raising the dead. Fi- 
nally, the prophetic element of the fortunes of the indi- 
vidual and of the Church is shown in the miracles of still- 
ing the tempest, of Christ on the waters, of the draught 
of fishes, of the didrachma and the barren fig tree. Jesus 
makes the miracle of Lazarus the type of the General 
Resurrection , just as the Apostles take the Resurrection 
of Christ to signify the rising of the soul from the death of 
sin to the life of grace, and to be a pledge and prophecy 
of the victory over sin and death and of the final resur- 
rection ( 1 Thessalonians 4 ). 

(2) The miracles of Christ have an evidential value. This 
aspect naturally follows from the above considerations. 
In the first miracle at Cana He "manifested His glory ", 
therefore the disciples "believed in Him" ( John 2:11 ). 
Jesus constantly appealed to His "works" as evidences 
of His mission and His divinity. He declares that His 
miracles have greater evidential value than the testi- 
mony of John the Baptist ( John 5:36 ); their logical and 
theological force as evidences is expressed by Nicode- 
mus ( John 3:2 ). And to the miracles Jesus adds the evi- 
dence of prophecy ( John 5:31 ). Now their value as evi- 
dences for the people then living is found not only in the 
display of omnipotence in His redeeming mission but 
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also in the multitude of His works. Thus the unrecorded 
miracles had an evidential bearing on His mission. So 
we can see an evidential reason for the selection of the 
miracles as narrated in the Gospels . 

This selection was guided by a purpose to make clear 
the main events in Christ's life leading up to the Crucifix- 
ion and to show that certain definite miracles (e.g., the 
cure of the lepers , the casting out of demons in a man- 
ner marvelously superior to the exorcisms of the Jews , 
the Sabbatical miracles, the raising of Lazarus ) caused 
the rulers of the Synagogue to conspire and put Him to 
death. 

A second reason for the selection was the expressed 
purpose to prove that Jesus was the Son of God ( John 
20:31 ). 

Thus, for us, who depend on the Gospel narratives, the 
evidential value of Christ's miracles comes from a com- 
paratively small number related in detail, though of a 
most stupendous and clearly supernatural kind, some of 
which were performed almost in private and followed by 
the strictest injunctions not to publish them. In consider- 
ing them as evidences in relation to us now living, we 
may add to them the constant reference to the multitude 
of miracles unrecorded in detail, their intimate connec- 
tion with our Lord's teaching and life, their relation to the 
prophecies of the Old Testament , their own prophetic 
character as fulfilled in the development of His kingdom 
on earth. 

Jesus' Exorcism for a Gentile Child - An Atheist's Per- 



spective (See also: "The Faith of a Canaanite (i.e., Pal- 
estinian Gentile) Woman" (above) and Matthew 
15:21-28) 

The following quote, which is taken from an atheist's 
perspective, is something I can agree with and I think the 
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author, here, makes some very good and very important 
observations regarding the differences between Christ's 
healing miracles performed upon Jews (= all) and upon 
Gentiles (= only two), although I would disagree with his 
article regarding other points. Remember: Jesus said, "I 
was sent only to the lost sheep of the house of Israel" 
(Matthew 15:24). 

"Jesus' fame is spreading beyond the Jewish population 
and on to outsiders — even beyond the borders of Gali- 
lee. Tyre and Sidon were located to the north of Galilee 
(in what was then the Province of Syria) and were two of 
the most important cities of the ancient Phoenecian em- 
pire. This was not a Jewish area, so why did Jesus travel 
here? 

Perhaps he was attempting to find some private, 
anonymous time away from home but even there he 
couldn't be kept secret. This story involves a Greek (thus 
a Gentile rather than a Jew) and a woman from Syro- 
phenicia (another name for Canaan, the region between 
Syria and Phoenicia) who hoped to get Jesus to perform 
an exorcism on her daughter. It's not clear whether she 
was from the region around Tyre and Sidon or from 
somewhere else. 

Jesus' reaction here is odd and not entirely consistent 
with how Christians have traditionally portrayed him. In- 
stead of immediately showing compassion and mercy 
towards her predicament, his first inclination is to send 
her away. Why? Because she isn't Jewish — Jesus even 
likens non-Jews to dogs who should not be fed before 
his 'children' (Jews) have had their fill. 

It is interesting that Jesus' miraculous healing is done at 
a distance. When he heals Jews, he does so personally 
and by touching; when he heals Gentiles, he does it at a 
distance and without touching. This suggests an early 
tradition whereby Jews were given direct access to Je- 
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sus while he was alive, but Gentiles are given access to 
the risen Jesus who helps and heals without physical 
presence." ~ Austin Cline 



The Faith of a (Roman Gentile) Centurion 

"When he [Jesus] entered Capernaum, a centurion came 
forward to him, appealing to him, 'Lord, my servant is 
lying paralyzed at home, suffering terribly.' And he said 
to him, 'I will come and heal him.' But the centurion re- 
plied, "Lord, I am not worthy to have you come under my 
roof, but only say the word, and my servant will be 
healed. For I too am a man under authority, with soldiers 
under me. And I say to one, 'Go,' and he goes, and to 
another, 'Come,' and he comes, and to my servant, 'Do 
this,' and he does it.' When Jesus heard this, he mar- 
veled and said to those who followed him, 'Truly, I tell 
you, with no one in Israel have I found such faith. I tell 
you, many will come from east and west and recline at 
table with Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob in the kingdom of 
heaven, while the sons of the kingdom will be thrown 
into the outer darkness. In that place there will be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth.' And to the centurion Jesus 
said, 'Go; let it be done for you as you have believed.' 
And the servant was healed at that very moment" (Mat- 
thew 8:5-13). 

Come to Me, and I Will Give You Rest 

"At that time Jesus declared, 'I thank you, Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, that you have hidden these things 
from the wise and understanding and revealed them to 
little children; yes, Father, for such was your gracious 
will. All things have been handed over to me by my Fa- 
ther, and no one knows the Son except the Father, and 
no one knows the Father except the Son and anyone to 
whom the Son chooses to reveal him. Come to me, all 
who labor and are heavy laden, and I will give you rest.

Take my yoke upon you, and learn from me, for I am 
gentle and lowly in heart, and you will find rest for your 
souls.

The Sacrifice Lamb - Joel Chernoff 
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Jesus - The Resurrection 
and the Life 

According to the Gospel of Saint Luke (7:12-17), he [Je- 
sus] drew near to the gate of the town [Nain], and be- 
hold, a man who had died was being carried out, the 
only son of his mother, and she was a widow, and a con- 
siderable crowd from the town was with her. And when 
the Lord saw her, he had compassion on her and said to 
her, "Do not weep." Then he came up and touched the 
bier, and the bearers stood still. And he said, "Young 
man, I say to you, arise." And the dead man sat up and 
began to speak, and Jesus gave him to his mother. Fear 
seized them all, and they glorified God, saying, "A great 
prophet has arisen among us!" and "God has visited his 
people!" And this report about him spread through the 
whole of Judea and all the surrounding country. 

In Mark's Gospel (5:22-43), a man named Jairus, one 
of the rulers of the synagogue, seeing Jesus, falls at his 
feet and implores him, saying, "My little daughter is at 
the point of death. Come and lay your hands on her, so 
that she may be made well and live." And he went with 
him . . . There came from the ruler's house some who 
said, "Your daughter is dead. Why trouble the Teacher 
any further?" But overhearing what they said, Jesus said 
to the ruler of the synagogue, "Do not fear, only believe." 
And he allowed no one to follow him except Peter and 
James and John the brother of James. They came to the 
house of the ruler of the synagogue, and Jesus saw a 
commotion, people weeping and wailing loudly. And 
when he had entered, he said to them, "Why are you 
making a commotion and weeping? The child is not 
dead but sleeping." And they laughed at him. But he put 
them all outside and took the child's father and mother 
and those who were with him and went in where the 
child was. Taking her by the hand he said to her,"Talitha 
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cumi," which means, "Little girl, I say to you, arise." And 
immediately the girl got up and began walking (for she 
was twelve years of age), and they were immediately 
overcome with amazement.And he strictly charged them 
that no one should know this, and told them to give her 
something to eat. 

The Gospel of John (chapter 11) tells us that a certain 
man was ill, Lazarus of Bethany, the village of Mary and 
her sister Martha. It was Mary who anointed the Lord 
with ointment and wiped his feet with her hair, whose 
brother Lazarus was ill. So the sisters sent to him, say- 
ing, "Lord, he whom you love is ill." But when Jesus 
heard it he said, "This illness does not lead to death. It is 
for the glory of God, so that the Son of God may be glo- 
rified through it." 

Now Jesus loved Martha and her sister and Lazarus. So, 
when he heard that Lazarus was ill, he stayed two days 
longer in the place where he was. Then after this he said 
to the disciples, "Let us go to Judea again." The disciples 
said to him, "Rabbi, the Jews were just now seeking to 
stone you, and are you going there again?" Jesus an- 
swered, "Are there not twelve hours in the day? If any- 
one walks in the day, he does not stumble, because he 
sees the light of this world. But if anyone walks in the 
night, he stumbles, because the light is not in him." After 
saying these things, he said to them, "Our friend Lazarus 
has fallen asleep, but I go to awaken him." The disciples 
said to him, "Lord, if he has fallen asleep, he will re- 
cover." Now Jesus had spoken of his death, but they 
thought that he meant taking rest in sleep. Then Jesus 
told them plainly, "Lazarus has died, and for your sake I 
am glad that I was not there, so that you may believe. 
But let us go to him." So Thomas, called the Twin, said to 
his fellow disciples, "Let us also go, that we may die with 
him." 
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Now when Jesus came, he found that Lazarus had al- 
ready been in the tomb four days. Bethany was near 
Jerusalem, about two miles off, and many of the Jews 
had come to Martha and Mary to console them concern- 
ing their brother. So when Martha heard that Jesus was 
coming, she went and met him, but Mary remained 
seated in the house. Martha said to Jesus, "Lord, if you 
had been here, my brother would not have died. But even 
now I know that whatever you ask from God, God will 
give you." Jesus said to her, "Your brother will rise 
again." Martha said to him, "I know that he will rise again 
in the resurrection on the last day." Jesus said to her, "I 
am the resurrection and the life. Whoever believes in 
me, though he die, yet shall he live, and everyone who 
lives and believes in me shall never die. Do you believe 
this?" She said to him, "Yes, Lord; I believe that you are 
the Christ, the Son of God, who is coming into the 
world." 

When she had said this, she went and called her sister 
Mary, saying in private, "The Teacher is here and is call- 
ing for you." And when she heard it, she rose quickly and 
went to him. Now Jesus had not yet come into the vil- 
lage, but was still in the place where Martha had met 
him. When the Jews who were with her in the house, 
consoling her, saw Mary rise quickly and go out, they 
followed her, supposing that she was going to the tomb 
to weep there. Now when Mary came to where Jesus 
was and saw him, she fell at his feet, saying to him, 
"Lord, if you had been here, my brother would not have 
died." When Jesus saw her weeping, and the Jews who 
had come with her also weeping, he was deeply moved 
in his spirit and greatly troubled. And he said, "Where 
have you laid him?" They said to him, "Lord, come and 
see." Jesus wept. So the Jews said, "See how he loved 
him!" But some of them said, "Could not he who opened 
the eyes of the blind man also have kept this man from 
dying?" 
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Then Jesus, deeply moved again, came to the tomb. It 
was a cave, and a stone lay against it. Jesus said, "Take 
away the stone." Martha, the sister of the dead man, 
said to him, "Lord, by this time there will be an odor, for 
he has been dead four days." Jesus said to her, "Did I 
not tell you that if you believed you would see the glory 
of God?" So they took away the stone. And Jesus lifted 
up his eyes and said, "Father, I thank you that you have 
heard me. I knew that you always hear me, but I said 
this on account of the people standing around, that they 
may believe that you sent me." When he had said these 
things, he cried out with a loud voice, "Lazarus, come 
out." The man who had died came out, his hands and 
feet bound with linen strips, and his face wrapped with a 
cloth. Jesus said to them, "Unbind him, and let him go." 

Many of the Jews therefore, who had come with Mary 
and had seen what he did, believed in him, but some of 
them went to the Pharisees and told them what Jesus 
had done. So the chief priests and the Pharisees gath- 
ered the Council and said, "What are we to do? For this 
man performs many signs. If we let him go on like this, 
everyone will believe in him, and the Romans will come 
and take away both our place and our nation." But one of 
them, Caiaphas, who was high priest that year, said to 
them, "You know nothing at all. Nor do you understand 
that it is better for you that one man should die for the 
people, not that the whole nation should perish. "He did 
not say this of his own accord, but being high priest that 
year he prophesied that Jesus would die for the nation, 
and not for the nation only, but also to gather into one 
the children of God who are scattered abroad. So from 
that day on they made plans to put him to death. 

Jesus therefore no longer walked openly among the 
Jews, but went from there to the region near the wilder- 
ness, to a town called Ephraim, and there he stayed with 
the disciples.

Philosophy and Plan of Action: The Sum- 
mer of Justice - 2012 - DC

"The question, of course, is whether subjects shall be 
assumed to be dependent upon rulers, as children must 
be dependent upon their parents, or whether they shall 
be assumed to be responsible and self-governing." ~

Wisdom or Foolishness? Law or Chaos? Justice or 
Crime? Success or Failure? Truth or Lies? Jesus or Zi- 
onism? America or Israel? Peace or War? Life or Death? 
Birth or Abortion? Nurture or Depredation? 

These are "either/or" questions. They can also be seen 
as societal problems which present us with a series of 
moral dilemmas. When seen as such these questions 
cannot have "both/and" answers or solutions. These 
questions must have just and proper moral answers, 
which can be either right or wrong but they can't be both. 
At least not according to any reasonable, workable, and 
universally applicable theory of justice. Some standard 
of justice exists within every society which is socially 
agreed upon, and at its best will have a transcendent, 
universal moral standard of right and wrong (or good and 
evil) that applies to everyone equally. 

A key to our doing so will be our ability to identify what 
behaviors we think of as being evil within a society and 
why we think those behavior are evil. From there we can 
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simply work our way upwards toward what we believe 
should be lawfully permitted in our society and what be- 
haviors we believe should not be lawfully permitted. Did 
someone's act help or hurt someone? Did someone's 
act violate someone or did it help to protect someone 
from being violated? 

When we come to deciding upon what behavior within a 
society should be allowed and what behavior within a 
society should not be allowed, we should do as the 
Founders did with the US Constitution when they put 
limits upon the new federal government. The first ten 
amendments acknowledge certain social behaviors as 
inviolable human rights. It's best for us to begin by listing 
the prohibited behaviors as opposed listing the behav- 
iors which are permitted, because our list will be much 
shorter and, more importantly, because the law, by na- 
ture, puts limits on behaviors, the law doesn't grant per- 
missions, because the permission to do as we please, 
as free people, is presupposed and assumed, due to the 
fact that we are free by virtue of being human. We chose 
to belong to or remain within a society because we will- 
ingly accept and agree with the limitations the laws of 
this society place upon us as one of its members. 

There are always two sides to every story. Likewise 
there are many possible solutions to every social prob- 
lem we face in America, or so it seems. The question is 
which is the best solution for society? The political posi- 
tions of both the far left and the far right can help us to 
see where we want to go as a society as well as where 
we don't want to go as a society. The extreme nature of 
both the far left and far right political positions indicate to 
us that neither the far left nor the far position can be to- 
tally correct and that a position somewhere in the mid- 
dle, taking some ideas from the left and some ideas from 
the right is likely the best road for a society to take. Wis- 
dom and justice is what we are seeking, and the wise 
and most just solution to a societal problem can come 
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from either the left or the right, depending upon what the 
particular problem may be. 

Some things in life are "both/and" but some things in life 
are "either/or". For example, while driving on the inter- 
state, one sees an exit ramp every few miles by which 
one can exist the interstate orderly and safely. 

When seeing such an exit ramp one has a choice to 
make: one can choose either to exit the interstate by 
way of this particular ramp at this particular time or one 
can choose not to. 

There is no third option; no both/and answer to this di- 
lemma, which is exactly what one finds one's self in - a 
dilemma - every time one sees such a ramp while driving 
on an interstate highway. And it's the same way with 
moral social issues and the law: only one legal/ 
sociopolitical can be the most just. 

The Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC has one, simple 
goal: To attain the most justice possible in an imperfect 
world which can apply equally to all Americans; none of 
whom are perfect either. Although the goal is simple, the 
way in which this goal will be met is anything but simple. 
In fact the plan of action must be well though-through 
and well-enacted if it is to be attained. And if the Sum- 
mer of Justice - 2012 - DC doesn't attain a new begin- 
ning, a new era, of justice - as it can and should - it will 
be our fault and not the fault of the Summer of Justice - 
2012 - DC plan of action. The overall plan, the legal/ 
sociopolitical philosophy is good, as is the direct action 
protest technique, but if the American people will not 
participate in or support the Summer of Justice - 2012 - 
DC in large numbers it doesn't stand a chance, and nei- 
ther does America, because, to date, I've seen no better 
concept, and the time to act is quickly running out. 

As plans go, the Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC is a 
non-violent direct-action protest, meaning people - the 
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American People - will gather together non-violently (our 
right to freely assemble if done peacefully) to present our 
petition of grievances (i.e., problems) to the US govern- 
ment in Washington in order to have them properly ad- 
dressed (or: solved). This petition of grievances is a long 
list of serious crimes that have been perpetrated by the 
US government. The American people have for many 
years attempted through proper channels to have these 
grievances addressed and they have not been, and 
probably never will be. For this reason the list has been 
posted on Scribd (June 11, 2011) as a legal notice to the 
US government that, at this point in time, since the gov- 
ernment will not address our grievances, this legal notice 
gave the US government one year to turn this nation 
around and begin seeking to address these injustices (7/ 
4/2011 - 7/4/2012) or the American People will. (See list 
here.) 



To help us begin to think-through some of the many is- 
sues which face America today, we will go through a list 
of seven (7) issues which are of concern to a majority of 
Americans, which are based upon polling data, that has 
been taken from a politically far left-wing anti-war or- 
ganization "October - 2011 - Stop the Machine", which 
has organized a direct-action protest in Washington, D. 
C. set for for October 6, 201 1 . 

Below are listed seven important issues where the ma- 
jority Americans appear to agree with the far left-wing's 
political goals and sees the U.S. government as cur- 
rently going in the opposite direction. I myself am not of 
the opinion that we should base our decisions upon poll- 
ing data when it comes to determining what the best, 
most just solution to a societal problem might be but this 
list will serve our purposes here. The majority of the 
people can often be completely wrong regarding the 
most just solution to a social problem. (For polling data 
info see the October - 2011 - Stop The Machine website 
and the original article here.) 
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Seven issues in America today that need to be ad- 
dressed 

1) Tax the rich and corporations 

2) End the wars, bring the troops home, cut military 
spending 

3) Protect the social safety net, strengthen Social Secu- 
rity and improved Medicare for all 

4) End corporate welfare for oil companies and other big 
business interests 

5) Transition to a clean energy economy, reverse envi- 
ronmental degradation 

6) Protect worker rights including collective bargaining, 
create jobs and raise wages 

7) Get money out of politics 

In order to contrast these seven issues from the political 
left with the political right's position regarding these 
same issues, I will speak for the right. Now let's see 
where the political right in America would "take issue" 
with several (most) of these (seven) left-wing issues in 
America: 

The Response of the Political Far Right 

We are against especially, disproportionately, and puni- 
tively taxing the rich. Taxation should be fair and bal- 
anced for all Americans. 

We do not support ending the wars. Most people on the 
right, especially the Tea Party folks, believe that Amer- 
ica's ongoing wars are necessary and are keeping us 
safe from the dire threat of Islamofacist terrorism. 
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We believe the social safety net is a large part of the 
problem with America today, it's not the solution. The 
social safety net was never the proper solution to our 
social economic problems to begin with and should be 
done away with altogether or drastically scaled back. 

We believe corporate welfare is just as wrong as private 
welfare. We believe corporations need less regulation 
not more. 

We believe the transition to cleaner energy is based 
upon the man-made global warming hoax and is simply 
a way for internationalist organizations to constrain 
America by forcing us to give up our sovereignty to these 
organizations through green initiatives such as the 
Global Carbon Tax. 

We believe workers should have the right to work any- 
where and for anyone they might choose (the so-called: 
"right to work") and that businesses should not be con- 
strained - either by unions or by governments - as to 
how they should act toward their employees. 

We believe that getting money out of politics is a good 
idea whose time has come. 

These problems facing America today seem, because of 
our polarized political climate, unsolvable; as does every 
other problem in America today. Especially when we 
view our social problems from the extremes of both the 
far right and the far left. The extremes of the left and 
right positions dominate our political debates today be- 
cause America is searching - desperately - for a work- 
able legal/sociopolitical philosophy. 
America, as with our interstate off-ramp analogy (above), 
does NOT have the option of adopting two (left and right) 
legal/sociopolitical philosophies; America can only 
choose one. But this doesn't mean that either the right or 
the left must have the most just solutions to our societal 
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ills, because the truth is there are some just solutions 
from the right and there are some just solutions from the 
left. What we are seeking is not a political solution (left/ 
right) but a just solution, and seeking to know what the 
most just solution to a problem is will depend upon how 
we can know what is wrong and how to know what is 
right. We need a legal/sociopolitical philosophy by which 
we can know which is the RIGHT WAY for America to go 
and which way is the WRONG WAY for America to go. 
When it comes to law and making law that prohibit be- 
havior we need a legal philosophy that will work properly 
within our society to attain a more just society. 

In a society we don't have the luxury of allowing every- 
one to act in any way they choose. We must create laws 
that prohibit certain behaviors. And when it comes to 
constructing just societies, which must be based upon a 
sound legal/sociopolitical philosophy, especially in a so- 
ciety with as diverse a population as America has, 
someone's ox is going to be gored. But we strive to pro- 
tect this minority, whose ox has been gored, because 
this is what justice demands. 

America today, with its extremely polarized political cli- 
mate and its completely dysfunctional Washington gov- 
ernment, is now completely adrift (legally and philo- 
sophically speaking). And it's this "being adrift" which 
has given rise, now, to the necessity of the Summer of 
Justice - 2012 - DC direct action protest - or something 
like it - as soon as possible (SOJ-2012-DC is set for 12 
noon July 4, 2012). 

How are Americans - the vast majority of Americans - 
ever to agree upon how these societal problems will best 
be solved? Because neither side, today, is at all happy 
about the current political situation in Washington where 
our politicians are incapable of doing anything, let alone 
doing what is best, or what is right, for America. The cur- 
rent political climate and the situation in Washington is 
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bad. Very bad. In fact, it couldn't be worse. It's so bad in 
fact that if the American People do not solve the current 
political dysfunction in Washington and in America the 
US military will solve it for us - their way, not ours: by 
replacing our civilian "leadership" in Washington with the 
US military's own people (i.e., coup d' etat). 

Just because a military takeover of our federal govern- 
ment never has happened before doesn't mean it can't 
happen now, and soon. Things in America - and in 
Washington especially - have gotten this bad and a mili- 
tary takeover of government can happen here, just as it 
happens elsewhere in the world wherever the civilian 
government has lost control of a nation because the 
government is no longer perceived as being able to do 
anything to solve the nation's societal problems. A com- 
plete lack of confidence in a national government's abil- 
ity to deal with a nations problem creates a leadership 
and control vacuum which the military will fill if neces- 
sary, because there is no other force powerful enough to 
take control from the failed national government. 

We can be sure that a military coup d' etat will happen 
here, too, if we - the People - fail to rise to the occasion 
by becoming a well organized force for real change. By 
doing our civic duty in ABOLISHING and REPLACING 
our current, failed, national government, before the mili- 
tary does it for us. Without an organized civilian group 
ready and well prepared to replace the current govern- 
ment in Washington, soon, the US military will. 

Our duty, as outlined for us by the Founders in the Dec- 
laration of Independence, is for us to abolish our des- 
potic and dysfunctional federal government and institute 
a good, functional federal government in its place, so 
that we - the People - might live in safety and happiness. 

All political ideologies have a philosophical basis and it's 
our job, as educated, involved citizens, to discover what 
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legal/sociopolitical philosophies undergird those of both 
the political left and the political right in America. Until we 
do so we will never fully understand the problems we 
face as expressed by both the left or the right or the so- 
lutions that are proposed to solve them. Problem are 
identified and solutions proposed and enacted based 
upon legal/sociopolitical philosophies, which are es- 
poused by both the left and the right in American politics 
today, and we need to know why the left and right take 
their particular political stances as they do. 

The Declaration of Independence states "[t]h at whenever 
any Form of Government becomes destructive of these 
ends, it is the Right of the People to alter or to abolish it, 
and to institute new Government, laying its foundation on 
such principles and organizing its powers in such form, 
as to them shall seem most likely to effect their Safety 
and Happiness." 

The Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC is a way of organiz- 
ing and fulfilling the America people's present need for 
new government as outlined for us by the Founders of 
America. There has never before been a time in the his- 
tory of America, except for the Civil War, when America 
was so divided politically and the federal government so 
dysfunctional. Not since that time, 150 years ago, have 
we so desperately needed the advice and wisdom of 
America's Founders who, before they authored the US 
Constitution, wrote the words found in America's Decla- 
ration of Independence. And it' s time, now, for the 
American People to rise to this historic occasion. 

The first and most important legal/sociopolitical philo- 
sophical decision we need to make is this: is the legal/ 
sociopolitical philosophy found in The Declaration of In- 
dependence still the best legal/sociopolitical philosophy 
for us to use today? In 1776, it was; and the Founders 
knew this. The legal/sociopolitical philosophy the Foun- 
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ders decided upon was: natural law, as outlined for us in 
the Declaration of Independence, which says: 

"We hold these truths to be self-evident, that ail men are 
created equal, that they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable rights, that among these are life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. " (See here ) 

This one, well-known, simple statement from the Decla- 
ration of Independence reveals the natural law basis of 
the Declaration. 

Like the Founders of America, the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther 
King also thought the legal/sociopolitical philosophy of 
natural law basis found in Declaration of Independence 
was a solid foundation for America. King once famously 
said as much, in public, in his "I have a Dream" speech, 
which was given at the Lincoln Memorial in 1963: 

"I have a dream that one day this nation will rise up and 
live out the true meaning of its creed: "We hold these 
truths to be self-evident: that all men are created equal." 

Dr. King, here, was holding America's feet to the fires of 
its natural law basis, it's creed, which he recognized in 
the Declaration of Independence. In fact, Dr. King based 
his civil rights movement upon natural law, and the fact 
that America, because of its natural law legal/ 
sociopolitical philosophy, had, in 1963, the moral obliga- 
tion to live-up to the words of its creed: that all people 
are created equally by God. King's movement called 
America to account, which eventually brought about the 
end of America's unjust practice of racial segregation. 

Today, the far left in America considers all God-talk to be 
out. God-talk is the realm of religious fanaticism and is 
heard from those who want to turn America into a theoc- 
racy. But this presents those on the political left with a 
serious dilemma: the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., a

great man, whom those on the left greatly admire for 
leading the greatest and most successful social justice 
movement in American history, which liberated millions 
of minority Americans from the indignities of racial seg- 
regation, also talked A LOT of God-talk. Dr. King spoke 
often about his respect for and his admiration of natural 
law, which he saw in America's Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Dr. King spoke of his admiration of the Declaration 
of Independence, the US Constitution, his love for Amer- 
ica, his love for Jesus, his love for his fellow man, and of 
the obligation he felt, as a Christian, to declare the truth 
of the Gospels. 

Those on the political left in America today think of 
themselves as the rightful heirs of Dr. King's social jus- 
tice legacy but most Americans on the far left today re- 
ject Dr. King's choice of natural law philosophy, which is 
the same philosophy found in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Those on the far left don't approve of the very 
legal/sociopolitical philosophy that Dr. King was wise 
enough to base his civil rights movement upon: natural 
law. For those on the far left, is this a wise position for 
them to take, or is this a foolish position? Unfortunately, 
those on the far left in America hate natural law, the Dec- 
laration of Independence, the US Constitution, Jesus, 
religion, morality, and all talk of universal moral law, 
which is foolish. Dr. King was a wise man; he was no 
fool. 

Dr. King once wrote, from jail, words which no one on 
the far left in America today would consider to be wise or 
intelligent words. Such words, today, would be dismissed 
by those on the far left as the God-talk of a religious fa- 
natic bent on turning America into a theocracy: 

"A just law is a man-made code that squares with the 
moral law or the law of God. An unjust law is a code that 
is out of harmony with the moral law. To put it in the 
terms of St. Thomas Aquinas: An unjust law is a human 
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law that is not rooted in eternal law and natural law. Any 
law that uplifts human personality is just. Any law that 
degrades human personality is unjust. All segregation 
statutes are unjust because segregation distort the soul 
and damages the personality. It gives the segregator a 
false sense of superiority and the segregated a false 
sense of inferiority." 

This statement, by Dr. King, reveals the natural law basis 
of his civil rights movement. 

Those on the political right in America, especially those 
on the far right, would agree with the words of Dr. King, 
here, although few of them would fully understand the 
philosophical depths to which King was going when he 
penned those words from his jail cell in Birmingham, 
Alabama. However, those on the far right today in Amer- 
ica are in fact the rightful political heirs of those on the 
far right who vehemently resisted Dr. King's social justice 
movement. Like many libertarian politicians on the far 
right today (e.g., Ron and Rand Paul) many people dur- 
ing the sixties wanted businesses to continue have the 
right to discriminate against black Americans and con- 
tinue the enforcement of segregation laws, which Dr. 
King saw as unjust. 

This is the dilemma the folks on the far right in America 
today face in confronting Dr. King: would they have sup- 
ported him in his quest to abolish unjust segregation 
laws? Or would they have supported the rights of busi- 
nesses over the rights peoples and thought places of 
business should be segregated? 

It's my opinion that most people - on the far left or the far 
right - are unable, intellectually, to understand - let alone 
appreciate the full significance of - the statement quoted 
above, made by Dr. King, regarding the difference be- 
tween just and unjust laws and how it is that we can de- 
termine whether or not a law is just or unjust and why we 
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have a duty to disobey unjust laws. And until the majority 
of American on both the left and the right DO understand 
AND appreciate - at the philosophical level - Dr. King's 
statement regarding just and unjust laws, we will remain 
unable to solve our nation's many problems justly. Amer- 
ica will continue on its present, destructive course, 
guided, as it now is - and has been for many years - by 
positive, rather than natural, law. 

Unlike natural law , which gives us a God/nature-based 
transcendent moral standard that applies universally to 
all peoples everywhere, positive law is a human- 
centered, imminent, amoral, shape-shifting "standard" 
that only applies to some people, in some places, some 
of the time. Natural law is God-based, whereas positive 
law is man-made. Dr. King, in his statement quoted 
above, differentiates between man-made laws and natu- 
ral, moral laws: all man-made laws must line up with 
natural moral law in order to be valid (just). Positive law 
reverses this position: man-made laws are the only laws 
that exist. There is no universal, natural, moral law for 
positive law to line up with. (See more on natural law, 
positive law, and the common good of society here.) 

The Summer of Justice believes Dr. King and the Decla- 
ration of Independence are correct: there does exist a 
universal moral law and all peoples have been created 
and endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable 
rights. Positive law tells us the rights we have are man- 
made and are given to us by our government, which can 
also take them away. The Declaration of Independence 
states that our Creator endows us with rights that no 
government can ever legitimately take away, because 
they are based upon the eternal, moral law of nature and 
nature's God: 

"When in the Course of human events, it becomes nec- 
essary for one people to dissolve the political bands 
which have connected them with another, and to assume 
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among the powers of the earth, the separate and equal 
station to which the Laws of Nature and of Nature's God 
entitle them, a decent respect to the opinions of mankind 
requires that they should declare the causes which impel 
them to the separation. We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable 
Rights, that among these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit 
of Happiness. --That to secure these rights, Governments 
are instituted among Men, deriving their just powers from 
the consent of the governed, -That whenever any Form 
of Government becomes destructive of these ends, it is 
the Right of the People to alter or to abolish it, and to 
institute new Government, laying its foundation on such 
principles and organizing its powers in such form, as to 
them shall seem most likely to effect their Safety and 
Happiness."

We can see by reading the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, the Founders of America were wise men, because 
they chose the best possible legal/sociopolitical philoso- 
phy for the foundation of America: God and natural law, 
which was good enough for them, for Dr. King, and for 
the Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC too. 

"Laws of Nature", "Nature's God", "Creator", "Rights", 
"People", "Life", "Liberty", "Happiness", "Government", 
"Safety", "Men", "Form", "Self-Evident", "Unalienable", 
"Alter", "Abolish" "Destructive", "Ends", "Powers", 
"Equal", "Just", "Secure", "Consent"... 

All of these words, which are found in the text above, 
taken from the Declaration of Independence, are very 
problematic today. Are they not? Language, in philoso- 
phy, has, in our day, become a primary focus of philoso-

phers, but for the Founders, in 1776, language had not 
yet become the primary focus of philosophy, especially 
political philosophy. 

To the Founders, at the very height of the Enlightenment, 
words simply meant what they said, a fact that, to them, 
was plainly evident to all peoples everywhere. But in our 
day, in the postmodern era, which is the very antithesis 
of the Enlightenment, words can mean whatever some- 
one wants them to mean, regardless of the author's in- 
tentions. A poem about a tree, today, can be interpreted 
to mean anything from a simple poem about a tree (the 
poem interpreted using original intention theory) to the 
poem's being, in reality (and unknown to the author/ 
poet), a patriarchally motivated discourse that reinforces 
institutionalized misogynistic hatred by using oppressive 
and invasive phallic imagery (i.e., the tree) that re- 
images (poetically and anagogically) the supposed "di- 
vine right" men have to continually oppress and subju- 
gate women (the poem interpreted using a feminist her- 
meneutic of suspicion). People today have the same 
diverse interpretations of the US Constitution, which is 
why America is such a mess. The US Constitution was 
not open to interpretation when the Founders wrote it, it 
meant, every clearly, in the simplest sense, exactly what 
it said. Today we would call this the original intent of the 
author, which is the best theory by which to properly un- 
derstand and interpret the document. 

When it come to law, crime, and society, words are very 
important; as is finding a legal/sociopolitical philosophy 
upon which to base our laws. One that works for a large 
and very diverse population. "Words" and "practical 
value" are of utmost importance when constructing a 
society and when writing its laws. Especially when one is 
doing so from the ground up, as the Founders were do- 
ing in America in the 18th century. 
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The question we are faced with today, as alluded to 
above, is: does America still have a workable legal/ 
sociopolitical philosophy (i.e., natural law)? Or is Amer- 
ica in need of a completely new legal/sociopolitical phi- 
losophy (i.e., positive law)? If the answer to the second 
question is "Yes" then we Americans need to outline this 
new philosophy and we need to rid ourselves of all ves- 
tiges of the old (outdated) philosophy. We need to re- 
move the Declaration of Independence from the National 
Archives, remove the scene of the Founders signing of 
the Declaration of Independence from the reverse side 
of the $2 bill, and destroy all evidence that the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the Founders preference for 
natural law ever existed in America. 

The Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC is of the opinion that 
both the Founders and Dr. King were correct: natural law 
is the best legal/sociopolitical philosophy upon which to 
construct a society such as ours. We need not abandon 
America's legal and sociopolitical foundation in order to 
chart a new course into even more uncertain waters than 
we've gotten ourselves into now, due to America's unof- 
ficial rejection of natural law. 

Unlike with the signing of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, which was done openly and in public, America's 
rejection of natural law was done by stealth and in se- 
cret. If America wants to officially and publicly be a posi- 
tive law-based society then we should get rid of the Dec- 
laration of Independence and openly and publicly repu- 
diate its legal/sociopolitical theory (i.e., natural law) and 
we should officially make a scoundrel - instead of a hero 
- out of Dr. King. 

In order for us to flesh-out the differences between the 
political right and the political left in America today we 
will examine 15 major sectors of society wherein we are 
currently dealing with various problems for which both 
the left and the right are offering very different solutions. 
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The politically left-wing (LEFT) concern is listed first, and 
is taken from the website belonging to "October - 2011 - 
Stop The Machine", and the politically right-wing 
(RIGHT) positions regarding these 15 problems and so- 
lutions are written by me (A. J. MacDonald, Jr.) although 
I am not always on right-wing side of many issues. As an 
American who believes first and foremost in individual 
liberty and freedom, I do lean more to the right than I do 
to the left, but, depending on the issue, I will lean in 
whichever direction the scales of justice need to go in 
order for us to achieve a more just and more distinctly 
American solution, which is based upon the American 
ideals of liberty, freedom, and equal justice for all. Fi- 
nally, the position of the Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC 
(SOJDC) will be listed third, also written by me, being 
what I think is the best solution possible according to 
American legal/sociopolitical philosophical tradition, 
which can be found in the Declaration of Independence: 
natural law. 

As we are reading through the details of government 
policies (below), let's read, again, the quote (above) from 
George H. Sabine, which this article opened with, and 
let's ponder over what Sabine is telling us, in the form of 
two questions we can be asking ourselves as we read: 
1) Do we want our federal government to treat us as de- 
pendent children? 2) Do we want our federal govern- 
ment to treat us a responsible adults? 

"The question, of course, is whether subjects shall be 
assumed to be dependent upon rulers, as children must 
be dependent upon their parents, or whether they shall 
be assumed to be responsible and self-governing." ~ 
George H. Sabine - From: A History of Political Theory, 
Third Editor) , by (Holt, Rinehart, Winston, Inc., 1937, 
1950, 1961) pp. 72-73 
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1 5 Concerns From the Political Left About America and a 
Response from the Political Right in America - a.k.a: the 
"Tea Party" 

1. Corporatism - LEFT: Firmly establish that money is not 
speech, corporations are not people, only people have 
Constitutional rights, end corporate influence over the 
political process, protect people and the environment 
from damage by corporations. RIGHT: Corporations 
must be free from most if not all government regulation. 
The free market is self-regulating. SOJDC: Corporations 
should be granted permission to operate by the federal 
government and this permission should be granted only 
when the corporation agrees to treat all peoples (e.g., 
customers, employees) with the equal dignity, rights, and 
respect that is granted to them by Nature and Nature's 
God, as outlined in the Declaration of Independence, 
and the corporation agrees to hire American workers. 
Also, the natural resources of America to belong to the 
people, not to private corporations for profit. 

2. Wars and Militarism - LEFT: End wars and occupa- 
tions, end private for-profit military contractors, reduce 
the national security state and end the weapons export 
industry. War crimes, crimes against humanity and 
crimes against peace must be addressed and those re- 
sponsible held accountable under international law. 
RIGHT: The wars are keeping us safe from the threat of 
Islamofascist terrorism and must continue to be prose- 
cuted, even if it means cutting spending in other areas 
(i.e., the social welfare safety net). SOJDC: The US Mili- 
tary, besides the National Guard and it's training facili- 
ties, must be abolished, and all foreign wars abandoned, 
forever, because maintaining a standing army is an invi- 
tation to eventual control by a military-industrial complex, 
which is what we now have now in America, which was a 
danger the Founders specifically warned us to avoid 
(see here ). 
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3. Human Rights - LEFT: End exploitation of people in 
the US and abroad, end discrimination in all forms, equal 
civil rights and due process for all people. RIGHT: Amer- 
ica grants all people equal rights and justice under the 
law and America is taking the message of liberty, free- 
dom, and equality to all oppressed peoples the world 
over and is currently liberating the oppressed peoples of 
Iraq, Afghanistan, and Libya in order to secure their 
freedom from oppressive Muslim regimes, which deny 
them their God-given liberties. SOJDC: As per natural 
law and the Declaration of Independence, all peoples 
are created equal and are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable Rights and concomitant Obligations, 
amongst which are the Right to Life, Liberty, the pursuit 
of Happiness and the Obligation to grant to all peoples 
those same Human Rights and Dignities. Our goal being 
to seek the common good of all. 

4. Worker Rights and jobs - LEFT: All people have the 
right to safe, just and dignified working conditions, a sus- 
tainable living wage, paid leave and economic protec- 
tion. RIGHT: Business should not be bound by any gov- 
ernment regulations, including occupational health and 
safety issues. SOJDC: Businesses must maintain 
healthy and safe workplaces for all employees and must 
treat all peoples (e.g., employees, customers) with the 
dignity and respect to which they are entitled via natural 
law as per the Declaration of Independence, including, 
especially, fair and just wages. 

5. Government - LEFT: All processes of the three 
branches of government should be accountable to inter- 
national law, transparent and follow the rule of law, peo- 
ple have the right to participate in decisions which affect 
them. RIGHT: The US government needs to maintain its 
sovereignty over and above international law. The pre- 
sent form of the federal government need not be altered, 
because the American people are truly represented in 
the federal government by their elected representatives. 
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SOJDC: The current federal government, having be- 
come destructive of the American people's right to be 
safe and enjoy happiness has become evident to all, 
over time, due to its long train of abuses. The people 
reserve the right act upon the abolishment of said gov- 
ernment and to institute new government in whatever 
form we see fit in order to insure that our rights, peace, 
and happiness are secured as per the Declaration of 
Independence. Economically, the federal government 
must institute both debt forgiveness and sound money, 
which would give us a clean slate and a fresh start, and 
must consider distributism as an appropriate economic 
theory whose time has come. 

6. Elections - LEFT: All citizens 18 and older have the 
right to vote without barriers, all candidates have the 
right to be heard and to run and all votes should be 
counted. RIGHT: All Americans have the right to vote 
and for their vote to count. SOJDC: The entire election 
system must be abolished and completely rebuilt; it is 
corrupt through and through. Electronic voting machines 
cannot be trusted, because they are too easily manipu- 
lated; therefore people's votes today cannot and should 
not be considered to have been counted correctly. The 
election system is non-functional, which necessitates the 
Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC at this time, and we must 
form a more just and open election process. 

7. Criminal justice and prisons - LEFT: End private for- 
profit prisons, adopt evidence-based drug policy, prison- 
ers have the right to humane and just conditions with a 
focus on rehabilitation and reintegration into society. 
RIGHT: If you don't have the time don't do the crime. We 
support tough laws, "three strikes and you're out" laws, 
and capital punishment. SOJDC: The criminal justice 
system is broken and malfunctioning. The prohibitionist 
"War On Drugs" must end immediately, the legalization 
and proper government regulation, control, and taxation 
of currently illegal drugs, as we do with alcohol and to- 
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bacco now, which will take the place of the current (failed 
and criminal) "War On Drugs" thus liberating both the 
Mexican and American peoples from fear, murder, and 
corruption. (See the Declaration of Independence on the 
pursuit of happiness). For all nonviolent offenders we 
support restitution not institution, we do not support pri- 
vate prisons or capital punishment, and we will abolish 
the federal sentencing guidelines and return all sentenc- 
ing decisions to federal judges. 

8. Healthcare - LEFT: Create a national, universal and 
publicly financed comprehensive health system. RIGHT: 
Leave health care choices up to individuals. We do not 
support the current Medicaid and Medicare provision of 
the federal government and want them abolished or 
drastically reduced. SOJDC: All people should have 
health care and it's the responsibility of both the federal 
government and the American people to see to it that 
they do. Those who cannot work or afford health care 
should and must be treated. First and foremost the re- 
sponsibility for caring for such people is placed upon the 
American peoples themselves and their moral obligation 
to help their neighbors who are in need. Charity and vol- 
unteer work is preeminent. The federal government will 
maintain the current system as well as increasing the 
benefits thereof until a new system is devised, which is 
superior to the current system. Some people's inability to 
work and incomprehensible health care costs may ne- 
cessitate the continuance of the current but improved 
upon federal system for certain people. The improved 
federal government must be designed in such a way that 
it will not deter the American people from fulfilling their 
moral obligation to care for one another as the current 
federal system now does and which a universal federal 
health care system would only worsen rather than im- 
prove. A new mandatory service, in either the new Na- 
tional Guard or the new AmeriCorps services, would be 
able to provide lifetime healthcare provisions for all much 
as the VA does for service members today. 
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9. Education - LEFT: All people have the right to a high 
quality, publicly-funded and broad education from pre- 
school through vocational training or university. RIGHT: 
Education should be left up to the states and not the 
federal government. The US Department of Education 
should be closed. SOJDC: A child should never need to 
pay for a basic education, school supplies, or books. And 
education is first and foremost the responsibility of the 
family, or parent(s). The federal government does have a 
role in educating the American people and the US De- 
partment of Education will remain open but with a new 
focus upon educating all Americans of all ages and will 
no longer mandate educational requirements for the 
states, except for motor vehicle driver licensing (see un- 
der: "Transportation" below). The states have the right 
and the duty to manage, regulate, and raise monies for 
education, preferably at local levels. All US citizens upon 
graduation from high school and at the age of 18 should 
be required to serve America in some way wherein, for a 
limited period of time (2 years), they serve their fellow 
Americans in difficult places and situations while receiv- 
ing money for college education. Much of this could be 
accomplished via service in the new National Guard and 
the Coast Guard, as well through organizations such as 
AmeriCorps, which is a domestic (US) version of the 
(overseas) Peace Corps. At the age of 18 the free ride is 
over. This will provide all who serve with lifetime heath 
care as well as education. It's time to serve our country, 
for a couple of year, grow up, then go to college with the 
money to do so. Too many Americans have been riding 
for free, without serving, for too long, it's time for all 
Americans to step up and go to work and get America 
where it needs to be. 

10. Housing - LEFT: All people have the right to afford- 
able and safe housing. RIGHT: All people have the right 
to work and to buy or rent a home they can afford. 
SOJDC: People are at liberty to buy or rent a place in 
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which to dwell or not to do so. If, for whatever reason, a 
person or persons are without a home but require one 
the American people should - through charity and volun- 
teerism - provide them with a place to live until they are 
able to maintain the home themselves. The current US 
federal government has no obligation to help the home- 
less, the American people do, but it will continue to regu- 
late and oversee housing and issues regarding discrimi- 
nation, as well as the landlord/illegal immigrant renter 
issue. SOJDC will continue this policy for the future until 
something superior is developed. 

11. Environment - LEFT: Adopt policies which effectively 
create a carbon-free energy economy. RIGHT: We will 
not adopt policies which attempt to create a completely 
carbon-free energy economy. We will use both carbon- 
based and carbon-free energy solutions and we will re- 
spect the earth and attempts to be good conscientious 
stewards of it. SOJDC: All resources belong to the peo- 
ple of America, not to corporations. All natural resources 
will become state-owned and the people, rather than Big 
Oil and Big Coal, will receive the profit from the sale and 
use of these resources. SOJDC believes we must con- 
tinually pursue a carbon-free economy while at the same 
time facing the reality that such an economy may be an 
ideal rather than a practically attainable goal. We will 
also STOP using nuclear energy (and weapons). The 
SOJDC seeks a renewed sense of awe and respect for 
nature and for the earth, which is our home, because we 
are required by natural law to be good caretakers of the 
earth. 

12. Finance and the economy - LEFT: End policies 
which foster a wealth divide and move to a localized and 
democratic financial system, reform taxes so that they 
are progressive and provide goods, monetary gain and 
services for the people. RIGHT: Abolish the IRS and the 
punitive progressive income tax. Create a tax system 
that is fair for all, regardless of income. SOJDC: Abolish 
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the IRS and all federal income taxes on wage and salary 
earners. Federal tax revenues will be raised through 
import/export/excise taxes as well as tariff/trade taxes. 
The federal government will only tax the incomes of indi- 
viduals and corporations engaged in business for profit. 
These business profits will be taxed equally and fairly at 
a flat rate that shall never exceed 9.99%. 

13. Media - LEFT: Airwaves and the internet are public 
goods, require that media be honest, accurate and ac- 
countable to the people. RIGHT: The media is over- 
whelmingly liberal and socialistic. Businesses own the 
telecommunications systems that the internet runs on 
and should be allowed to do as they see fit with their 
own property. SOJDC: The media is almost totally con- 
trolled by Israeli-friendly interests and these (major and 
minor) media outlets should be abolished. An enemy of 
America begins taking control of Washington by first 
gaining control of the media so that the enemies mis- 
deeds in Washington are not exposed to the public, nor 
are the misdeeds of the Washington politicians exposed, 
which the enemy has compromised and corrupted. Me- 
dia is the so-called "Fourth Estate" of government, be- 
cause good investigative journalism, like sunshine, is the 
best political disinfectant. An open and free media/press 
will be greatly needed in order for the American people 
to know what Washington is up to, especially when it's 
up to no good. The failure to have done so in the past is 
the main reason for the predicament we are now in. 

14. Food and water - LEFT: Create systems that protect 
the land and water, create local and sustainable food 
networks and practices. RIGHT: Protect our food and 
water supplies with minimal state government regulation. 
No federal government regulations on food and water 
supplies, which are owned and operated by business 
and industry. SOJDC: Our food and water supplies are 
more critical to life than anything else. We should create 
better systems of control and state government regula- 
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tion of public food and water supplies. The federal gov- 
ernment, especially the Food and Drug Administration, 
must be completely reorganized so as to properly re- 
spect the limited role of the new federal government, but 
it will continue to play a role in food and water supplies 
and the regulation thereof until we have developed a 
much better approach than we have now. 

15. Transportation - LEFT: Provide affordable, clean and 
convenient public transportation and safe spaces for 
pedestrian and non-automobile travel. RIGHT: Allow the 
states more control over public and private transporta- 
tion and allow the federal government less control and 
regulation of transportation. SOJDC: Transportation is 
crucial to life in the modern world and our nations high- 
ways are the deadliest places most Americans will ever 
find themselves. The highway is also the place in which 
many American are very likely to die or be seriously in- 
jured. We lose over 40,000 loved ones to preventable 
highways accidents every year in America and this is 
over 40,000 lives too many! There is no excuse for: 1) 
The incompetence of millions of supposedly state li- 
censed "drivers"whose incompetence leads to such ac- 
cidents. 2) The present deteriorated and neglected con- 
ditions of our nations highways, roads, bridges, and tun- 
nels. Effective as soon as possible, due to the grave and 
immediate danger of all American loosing both life and 
limb on Americas highways, all motor vehicle driver li- 
censing will be taken over by a newly revamped and 
reinvigorated US Department of Transportation (US- 
DOT). The USDOT will also be taking complete control 
of the design, construction, maintenance, and repair of 
all US and Interstate highways. There will be no more 
federal highway funding to the states. Public transporta- 
tion, although regulated by the federal government, is a 
state and local government matter, except in Washing- 
ton, D. C. Public transportation in the federal city should 
be free for everyone and its use greatly encouraged. 
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Conclusion 

As we have seen, America has one, and only one, 
choice to make regarding legal/sociopolitical philoso- 
phies: natural law or positive law. There is no third op- 
tion. 

America has gotten away from its natural law founda- 
tions, which has been the foundation of western civiliza- 
tion and jurisprudence for well over 2,000 years. 

As we have seen, America's natural law foundations are 
most evident in its Declaration of Independence. 

"We hold these truths to be self-evident, that ail men are 
created equal, that they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable rights, that among these are life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. " 

Legal theorists in America today reject natural law, as do 
the Washington politicians; preferring to assert the 
authority of positive law alone. But positive law, which is 
simply the legal decisions of a legislature or a court, 
must, according to natural law theory, live up to natural 
law. Positive law cannot function properly in isolation 
from the context of natural law. 

As Dr. King pointed out, many years ago, quoting St. 
Augustine, "a n unjust law is no law at all." A positive law 
that violates the natural law and the moral laws of the 
universe is no law at all. Positive law— the laws passed 
by legislatures and decided by court decisions— must 
uphold natural law in order to be valid. 

America, especially Washington D. C, intentionally re- 
sembles —politically, governmentally, judicially, and even 
architecturally— the ancient Roman Empire, because 
Roman political theory, which was based upon natural 
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law, was deemed the best political model upon which to 
base the young nation of the New World. 

"[N]one of the [Roman] lawyers doubted that there is a 
higher law than the enactments of any particular state. 
Like Cicero , they conceived of the law as ultimately ra- 
tional, universal, unchangeable, and divine, at least in 
respect to the main principles of right and justice. The 
Roman Law, like the English common law, was only in 
small part a product of legislation. Hence the presump- 
tion was never made that law expresses nothing but the 
will of a competent legislative body, which is an idea of 
quite recent origin. It was assumed that 'nature' sets cer- 
tain norms which the positive law must live up to as best 
it can and that, as Cicero had believed, an 'unlawful' 
statute simply is not law. Throughout the whole of the 
Middle Ages and well down into modern times the exis- 
tence and the validity of such a higher law were taken for 
granted." (George H. Sabine: A History of Political The- 
ory , pp. 169-170) 

Law is not— or should not be-simply the bare expres- 
sion of the will of any legislative or judicial body. 

The Roman conception of natural law paralleled the rise 
of Christianity but was never dependent upon it. The 
American conception of natural law entails neither the 
acceptance nor the endorsement of Christianity and is 
more closely related to Cicero's conception of natural 
law (see quote taken from Sabine above). 

"It should be noted that these [natural law-based] re- 
forms in the Roman Law, though they were completed 
after the beginning of the Christian era, were not due to 
Christianity." (ibid, p. 171) 

In these postmodern times it might seem unfathomable, 
intellectually, to argue for America's return to its natural 
law foundations. But the only alternative we have to 
natural law is, as I said above: the will to power. 
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Two books are very helpful in explaining how natural law 
theory is applicable to people of all religious faiths or of 
no religious faith at all; therefore natural law theory is 
ideal for use as an American legal/sociopolitical philoso- 
phy. The first book is The Seven Deadly Sins , by Solo- 
mon Schimmel; the second, which can be read online, is 
The Abolition of Man , by C. S. Lewis. 

The new federal government should both of these books 
to every American household. 

The will to power is America's current legal and philo- 
sophical foundation, which is why America's legal and 
political system is currently broken. There's an old and 
very true saying: "If it ain't broke, don't fix it." Likewise, it 
stands to reason that "If it IS broke, then FIX IT!." 

America is broken because we have abandoned her 
natural law foundation. 

Dr. King's civil rights movement would be rejected today 
on the grounds that he had no right to assert his per- 
sonal belief in natural law as an eternal, inviolable, and 
transcendent standard to which all positive legislation 
must do its best to live up to and to which all Americans 
must be held. Dr. King would be accused of asserting his 
personal will and interpretation over against the wills and 
interpretation of other Americans who disagreed with 
him. 

His movement, today, would degenerate into a battle of 
wills and a battle of powers; but the will to power is a 
dead-end street. Although it's often said that "we can't 
turn back the clock" we can, if we're trying to get some- 
where—like toward a more just society— get America 
back on the right track if we've gotten ourselves on a 
wrong track. 
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The will to power is a wrong track for America to be on. 
And the will to power is nothing new either. It's not some 
new, postmodern philosophical development; it's simply 
the same old personal, Sophistic interpretation of justice 
that Socrates and the Roman lawyers— rejected centu- 
ries ago . 

Although the will to power might be a valid, even if 
wrong, philosophical position to take, it simply does not 
work in the day to day dealings of peoples who are living 
in a society that seeks to promote the common good of 
all. The will to power is, in fact, contrary to social har- 
mony . 

Is it any wonder then that America is adrift today? By 
casting off the legal anchor of natural law America has 
crashed upon the shoals of the will to power; and Ameri- 
can is nigh unto being totally destroyed if we fail to return 
our great nation to the natural law foundation upon which 
it was built. 

I've intentionally set forth the natural law basis of the 
Declaration of Independence and the Civil Rights 
Movement of the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King. Jr . as ex- 
emplars of America's natural law foundation. And I've 
done so for two reasons: 1) because most people are 
simply unaware of the natural law basis of both the Dec- 
laration of Independence and Dr. King's civil rights 
movement; and 2) because anyone who chooses to re- 
ject either the Declaration of Independence or Dr. King's 
civil rights movement is simply committing social, politi- 
cal, and intellectual suicide (think Rand Paul here). 

The ancient philosopher Socrates was unpopular with 
many people for one reason: he took people's philo- 
sophical positions to their logical (and often absurd ) con- 
clusions, which most people simply didn't enjoy facing. 
In his dialogue with Gorgias (recounted for us by Plato ), 
Socrates took Gorgias' theory of justice to its logical and 
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absurd conclusion: that might makes right. Against Gor- 
gias, Socrates believed that justice transcended human- 
kind, because it was eternal and divine. 

In short, these two ancient understandings of justice are 
the same two theories of justice that we, today, have to 
build our society upon: natural law (i.e., justice is eternal 
and divine) and the will to power (i.e., might makes 
right). 

As I've pointed out elsewhere America was founded 
upon natural law because it was thought to be the surest 
foundation upon which to build a society. Might makes 
right and the will to power might be interesting ( Sophis- 
tic) positions to debate, but these understandings of jus- 
tice— as something that is personally interpreted and 
power-based — simply do not work in a society that is 
attempting to build a just and harmonious society. In fact, 
they are contrary to it. 

I've also pointed out (elsewhere) the logical and absurd 
conclusions of the will to power as demonstrated by the 
tawdry " philosophy " of Michel Foucault , based as it was 
upon Frederick Nietzsche 's "enlightened" concept of the 
transcendence of such "weak-minded" categories as 
"good" and "evil" and its concomitant will to power 
"ethic". 

Concerning the dramatic contrast between the ethical 
theories of Dr. King and Frederick Nietzsche, the late 
Boston University professor Roger Shattuck has said, "A 
succinct and unflinching answer to Nietzsche arose out 
of Martin Luther King, Jr.'s resolve to protect the civil 
rights struggle from the forces of radical black violence. 
In ' Where Do We Go from Here " - his 1967 Presidential 
address to the Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence - King picks out as one of the great errors in history 
the interpretation of power and love as polar opposites 
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and the association of power with violence. King cut to 
the core of the matter with a no-nonsense simplification: 

'It was this misinterpretation that caused Nietzsche, who 
was a philosopher of the will to power, to reject the 
Christian concept of love. It was this same misinterpreta- 
tion which induced Christian theologians to reject the 
Nietzschean philosophy of the will to power in the name 
of the Christian idea of love. Now, we've got to get this 
thing right. What is needed is a realization that power 
without love is reckless and abusive, and love without 
power is sentimental and anemic. Power at its best is 
love implementing the demands of justice.' ( A Testament 
of Hope , p 247) 

King was not just playing games with the words love and 
power. He was reaching back to a series of his own ear- 
lier readings (above all, in Paul Tillich ) and writings and 
to his experience as intellectual and tactical leader of the 
civil rights movement. To get this thing right' meant to 
King an appeal to a long-mediated and carefully defined 
philosophic position: the philosophy of non-violence . . . 
These two prophets, Nietzsche and King, confront us 
with a continuing struggle between power and justice 
that no thinking person can responsibly turn away from" 
(Roger Shattuck, Forbidden Knowledge: From Prome- 
theus to Pornography ; p. 303). 

No thinking American citizen can responsibly turn away 
from our civic and moral obligation— our duty— to put our 
nation upon a proper course of justice. 

The intention of the Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC is to 
return our great nation to its original legal, moral, and 
philosophical foundations, which are still sound, so that 
we can begin to establish peace and justice throughout 
America. Nonviolently. Nontraditionally. Powerfully. 
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The Declaration of Independence clearly states that the 
abolishment and reformation of government is legitimate 
only when, after a long train of abuses, it has become 
evident that government has shown itself to be intransi- 
gent and has by design reduced American citizens under 
absolute despotism. Our federal government today - 
and for over 50 years - has chosen to do evil rather than 
doing good, has sought injustice rather than justice, has 
put at risk rather than protected the peace and safety of 
all American citizens, has sought war rather than peace. 
We cannot continue to allow our corrupt, despotic, milita- 
ristic government to remain in power, because this gov- 
ernment will only get worse, and it's getting worse by the 
day (at an increasingly exponential rate). 

"Prudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments long 
established should not be changed for light and transient 
causes; and accordingly all experience hath shewn, that 
mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are suf- 
ferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the forms 
to which they are accustomed. But when a long train of 
abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same 
Object evinces a design to reduce them under absolute 
Despotism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off 
such Government, and to provide new Guards for their 
future security." (See paragraph here .) 

What America needs today are New Guards who will 
ensure the American people's future security. 

It's now time to address, very briefly, the most divisive of 
all issues; and issue that has been the greatest "Natural 
Law v. Positive Law alone" (or legal positivism ) issue 
America has faced since the Civil Rights Movement, 
which, as we've seen, was based upon natural law. This 
most divisive of all political issues is: abortion on de- 
mand. 
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Why has the issue of abortion become such a divisive, 
polarizing issue? Because the left, which is supposed to 
stand for human rights, supports, for the most part, a 
woman's right to choose to hire an abortionist, usually a 
man, and pay him to kill her child. 

The right, which has no history of supporting the op- 
pressed, as the left does, has picked up the human 
rights banner, which the left dropped (i.e., the banner of 
the smallest amongst us, the not-yet-born), and by doing 
so has managed to gather most all of the pro-lifers into 
its pro-business party. The left, which perceives the 
abortion issue as irrevocably tied to the women's rights, 
which it need not be, issue could easily become the true 
party of life and justice, thus transferring most all of the 
pro-lifers from the right into its own party, if the left would 
simply acknowledge the truth: abortion on demand is the 
intentional, violent destruction of an innocent human 
person. It is shameful and embarrassing that the left has 
not done so already. 

Women have rights in our society. They have equal 
rights with men. But neither a man nor a woman has any 
right whatsoever to kill an unborn person. Some jealous, 
angry husbands will always seek out their cheating 
spouse's lover in order to kill him. But this doesn't mean 
that our federal government, or court, can legalize such 
killings. Likewise, women (and men) will always seek to 
be rid of their unborn children. But that doesn't mean 
that the state (meaning: the government) should legalize 
such killings. The US Supreme Court's decision in Roe v. 
Wade is a perfect example of a positive law (court deci- 
sion) that does not live up to natural law; therefore it is 
an unjust law (legal decision). 

What would Dr. King say . . . ? Can you imagine? What's 
happened to justice? Human rights cannot be in subjec- 
tion to women's rights or to men's rights . These rights 
are unalienable, innate, inviolate, God-given. And this 
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was Dr. King's whole point, was it not? Equal rights for 
ALL people, as per natural law, as outlined in the Decla- 
ration of Independence . 

Summer of Justice - 2012 - DC says without reservation 
that all people - born and unborn - have the right to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness as per natural law. 
By virtue of their humanity, all people have worth, dignity, 
and are entitled to respect. We are consistently prolife 
and we are striving to build a culture of life to replace our 
current culture of death. 

No more wars, no more abortions, no more capital pun- 
ishment, no more drug war and the murder, crime, and 
corruption that goes with it, no more euthanasia, no 
more raping of Mother Earth, no more economic bond- 
age, no more loss of dignity through unemployment, no 
more support of Israel, no more dealings with the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China and the lack of jobs that's gone 
with it, no more favoring corporations and big Wall Street 
banks at the expense of the People, etc ... 

Wisdom or Foolishness? Law or Chaos? Justice or 
Crime? Success or Failure? Truth or Lies? Jesus or Zi- 
onism? America or Israel? Peace or War? Life or Death? 
Birth or Abortion? Nurture or Depredation? 

The answers to all of the above questions, as you may 
have already guessed, is the first. We seek wisdom, law, 
and justice; we are not seeking foolishness, crime, and 
injustice, because we have far too much of this now, 
which is why America is sinking, fast. 

If the left is wrong about abortion, which it is, the right is 
wrong about the wars and Zionism, which, so far, has 
resulted in the unjust deaths of far fewer people than 
abortion on demand has, but killing people by the mil- 
lions unjustly is wrong just the same. Just as wrong. It's 
also wrong for Christians to support Israel. Not only be- 
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cause it's patently obvious for all to see that Israel is 
murderously oppressive regime, which slaughters inno- 
cent Palestinians in their own homes, schools, and hos- 
pitals, but also because Jesus, in the Bible, cursed and 
abandoned Israel, and Christians who follow Christ are 
supposed to be doing the same, but many (most?) are 
not. 

What many on the left imagine to be an American Chris- 
tian is a false image, of a false Christian. A person who 
cannot properly distinguish between evil behavior and 
good behavior, doesn't properly understand the Bible, 
especially the New Testament, and who isn't following 
the teaching of Christ is not a Christian, regardless of 
what such a person - or a whole church full of such per- 
sons - might profess to be. 

No one hates Christianity, people only hate what they 
think is Christianity, because they haven't taken the time 
required to study Christianity, especially the New Testa- 
ment, properly, and because they see people who pro- 
fess to be Christians and are often dismayed by the be- 
havior and political positions of so-called Christians who 
are not following Christ. A true Christian is a peace 
maker, not a war monger. A true Christian puts Jesus 
first, not the Jews and Israel. A true Christian believes 
everyone has equal rights and equal worth, and that all 
people are entitled to dignity and respect. A true Chris- 
tian helps the poor, not the rich. A true Christian hates 
the sin, but loves the sinner. A true Christian violates 
unjust laws, she doesn't obey them. 

Any American who wholeheartedly supports Israel and 
American support of Israel who also says they are a fol- 
lower of Jesus Christ is not. Such people have been mis- 
led by having been taught an erroneous theology: Dis- 
pensationalism , which is very popular with Evangelicals 
in America. Rather than being followers of Christ, such 
misled people are, in fact, traitors - both to the Church of 
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Jesus Christ and to America. Whether they believe this, 
like being told this, or not is irrelevant, because it's the 
truth and because this erroneous theology has led mil- 
lions of Americans to support the state of Israel, which is 
the enemy both of Christ and America. As I said, such 
people's feelings regarding this are irrelevant, unless 
they feel moved to repent, which they should, because, 
upon examining themselves, they have found them- 
selves to be, as I said: outside the Christian faith, which 
they are. Such "Christian Zionists" are more loyal to the 
Jews, Israel, and the Old Testament than they are to 
Christ, America, and the New Testament. A true Ameri- 
can Christian is loyal to Christ and to his Church, to 
America, and to the New Testament, which illuminates 
the Old Testament. Christ said - 2,000 years ago - that 
the house of Israel, because of their rejection of the 
prophets, and especially, finally, himself, was forsaken 
and abandoned by God (see: Matthew 23:38). 

"O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, the city that kills the prophets 
and stones those who are sent to it! How often would I 
have gathered your children together as a hen gathers 
her brood under her wings, and you would not! See, your 
house is left to you desolate. For I tell you, you will not 
see me again, until you say, 'Blessed is he who comes in 
the name of the Lord.'" Matthew 23: 37-39 (ESV)

Treason and Sedition in US Federal Law - A 
People's Guide 

The following may help to clarify your understanding of 
treason and sedition under US federal law. 

I am very familiar with federal law (i.e., the US Code), 
having violated federal law before (e.g., Title 18, U.S.C., 
Section 248), and I always like to keep-abreast of the 
fed's latest definition of the words: "treason" and "sedi- 
tion".

A CLEAR AND PRESENT DANGER 

A "Clear and Present Danger" 

After the terrorist attacks in New York and Washington, 
Americans pulled together. But Americans still speak out 
voicing many different opinions. The First Amendment of 
the U.S. Constitution guarantees freedom of speech. 
And most Americans support the idea of free speech. 
But since the First Amendment became part of the Con- 
stitution in 1791, American citizens have sometimes got- 
ten into trouble with the government for speaking out. 
This has happened when a speaker was considered "too 
unpatriotic," "too radical," or "too dangerous." 

Who should have freedom of speech? Should it apply 
only to those who voice opinions most people agree 
with? Or, should it be for everyone, even for those who 
hold opinions that most Americans hate? 

Also, what does freedom of speech really mean? Does it 
mean that someone should be able to say whatever he 
or she wants at any time or place? Or, should speech 
sometimes be limited by the law? 

Sedition Act of 1798 

Just a few years after the First Amendment was added 
to the Constitution, the federal government passed a law 
restricting freedom of speech. In 1798, Congress passed 
the Sedition Act. War seemed likely between the United 
States and its former ally France. Members of Congress 
were convinced that people sympathetic to France would 
try to stir up trouble for the new nation. 
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Congress and President John Adams believed that the 
Sedition Act would help control pro-French troublemak- 
ers by forbidding criticism of the federal government. 
"Sedition" generally means the incitement of violent 
revolution against the government. The Sedition Act of 
1798, however, went far beyond this. It required criminal 
penalties for persons who said or published anything 
"false, scandalous, or malicious" against the federal 
government, Congress or the president. 

Twenty-five American citizens were arrested under the 
Sedition Act. Among them was a Congressman who was 
convicted and imprisoned for calling President Adams a 
man who had "a continual grasp for power." Another citi- 
zen was convicted for painting a sign that read, "Down- 
fall To The Tyrants of America." Still another man was 
found guilty of sedition for saying that he wished that the 
wadding of a cannon fired in a salute to President Ad- 
ams would hit him in the seat of the pants. 

Despite the arrests and convictions, many people spoke 
out against the Sedition Act. The state of Virginia even 
threatened to secede from the United States over this 
issue. The act was never legally challenged before the 
Supreme Court. Instead, it simply expired in 1801. By 
that time Thomas Jefferson, a bitter political opponent of 
President Adams and the Sedition Act, had been elected 
President. He pardoned all those convicted under this 
law. 

"Clear and Present Danger" 

Another major attempt to regulate freedom of speech 
occurred during World War I. In 1917, Congress passed 
the Federal Espionage Act. This law prohibited all false 
statements intending to interfere with the military forces 
of the country or to promote the success of its enemies. 
In addition, penalties of up to $10,000 and/or 20 years in 
prison were established for anyone attempting to ob- 
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struct the recruitment of men into the military. In 1918, 
another law was passed by Congress forbidding any 
statements expressing disrespect for the U.S. govern- 
ment, the Constitution, the flag, or army and navy uni- 
forms. 

Almost immediately, Charles Schenck, general secretary 
of the American Socialist Party, violated these laws. He 
was arrested and convicted for sending 15,000 anti-draft 
circulars through the mail to men scheduled to enter the 
military service. The circular called the draft law a viola- 
tion of the 13th Amendment's prohibition of slavery. It 
went on to urge draftees not to "submit to intimidation," 
but to "petition for repeal" of the draft law. 

The government accused Schenck of illegally interfering 
with military recruitment under the espionage act. 
Schenck admitted that he had sent the circulars, but ar- 
gued that he had a right to do so under the First 
Amendment and was merely exercising his freedom of 
speech. 

The issue found its way to the U.S. Supreme Court in 
the case of Schenck v. United States, 249 U.S. 47 
(1919). It was the court's first important decision in the 
area of free speech. Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes 
wrote the opinion of the unanimous Court, which sided 
with the government. Justice Holmes held that Mr. 
Schenck was not covered by the First Amendment since 
freedom of speech was not an absolute right. There 
were times, Holmes wrote, when the government could 
legally restrict speech. 

According to Justice Holmes, that test is "whether the 
words. ..are used in such circumstances as to create 
a clear and present danger." Holmes said that in Charles 
Schenck's case the government was justified in arresting 
him because, "When a nation is at war, many things that 
might be said in time of peace are such a hindrance to 
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its effort that their utterance will not be endured so long 
as men fight and that no Court could regard them as 
protected by any constitutional right." 
In the Schenck case, the highest court in the nation ruled 
that freedom of speech could be limited by the govern- 
ment. But Justice Holmes was careful to say that the 
government could only do this when there was a "clear 
and present danger" such as during wartime. While set- 
tling one legal issue, however, the Supreme Court cre- 
ated others. For example, what does a "clear and pre- 
sent danger" specifically mean, and when should it jus- 
tify stopping people from speaking? 

The Angry Crowd 

Another important free-speech case took place after 
World War II. It was only a few years after thousands of 
American soldiers had given their lives to defeat Adolf 
Hitler and the German Nazis. Arthur Terminiello was 
speaking before an audience in Chicago. His message 
was hate. He said that Hitler was right in what he did. He 
claimed that Democrats, Jews, and communists were all 
trying to destroy America. 

An angry crowd gathered outside the hall where Ter- 
miniello was speaking. Bricks and bottles soon rained 
through the windows as his oratory continued. 

Arthur Terminiello was later arrested, tried, and con- 
victed for disturbing the peace with his provocative ha- 
rangue. Like Charles Schenck 30 years earlier, Ter- 
miniello appealed his case to the U.S. Supreme Court 
(Terminiello v. Chicago, 337 U.S. 1). He claimed that he 
should not have been arrested since his speech was 
protected by the First Amendment. The city of Chicago, 
however, argued that the things Terminiello raved about 
in his speech so angered people that a "clear and pre- 
sent danger" to the safety of the community had oc- 
curred. 
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In 1949 the Supreme Court reversed Terminiello's con- 
viction. (Four of the nine justices dissented.) In the ma- 
jority opinion, Justice William O. Douglas wrote that "it is 
only through debate and free exchange of ideas that 
government remains responsive to the will of the peo- 
ple...." Justice Douglas stated that in a democracy free 
speech must occur even if it causes disputes, unrest, or 
"stirs people to anger." 

Thus, according to Justice Douglas, "freedom of speech, 
though not absolute, is protected against censorship or 
punishment unless shown likely to produce a clear and 
present danger of serious substantive evil that rises far 
above public inconvenience, annoyance or unrest."

US CODE: TITLE 18 > PART I > CHAPTER 115 > 

§2385 

§ 2385. Advocating overthrow of Government 

Whoever knowingly or willfully advocates, abets, ad- 
vises, or teaches the duty, necessity, desirability, or pro- 
priety of overthrowing or destroying the government of 
the United States or the government of any State, Terri- 
tory, District or Possession thereof, or the government of 
any political subdivision therein, by force or violence, or 
by the assassination of any officer of any such govern- 
ment; or Whoever, with intent to cause the overthrow or 
destruction of any such government, prints, publishes, 
edits, issues, circulates, sells, distributes, or publicly dis- 
plays any written or printed matter advocating, advising, 
or teaching the duty, necessity, desirability, or propriety 
of overthrowing or destroying any government in the 
United States by force or violence, or attempts to do so; 
or Whoever organizes or helps or attempts to organize 
any society, group, or assembly of persons who teach, 
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advocate, or encourage the overthrow or destruction of 
any such government by force or violence; or becomes 
or is a member of, or affiliates with, any such society, 
group, or assembly of persons, knowing the purposes 
thereof— Shall be fined under this title or imprisoned not 
more than twenty years, or both, and shall be ineligible 
for employment by the United States or any department 
or agency thereof, for the five years next following his 
conviction. If two or more persons conspire to commit 
any offense named in this section, each shall be fined 
under this title or imprisoned not more than twenty years, 
or both, and shall be ineligible for employment by the 
United States or any department or agency thereof, for 
the five years next following his conviction. 

As used in this section, the terms "organizes" and "or- 
ganize", with respect to any society, group, or assembly 
of persons, include the recruiting of new members, the 
forming of new units, and the regrouping or expansion of 
existing clubs, classes, and other units of such society, 
group, or assembly of persons. 

The Declaration of Independence (1776) 

When in the Course of human events it becomes neces- 
sary for one people to dissolve the political bands which 
have connected them with another and to assume 
among the powers of the earth, the separate and equal 
station to which the Laws of Nature and of Nature's God 
entitle them, a decent respect to the opinions of mankind 
requires that they should declare the causes which impel 
them to the separation. 

"We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable Rights, that among these 
are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness. — That to 
secure these rights, Governments are instituted among 
Men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the 
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governed, — That whenever any Form of Government 
becomes destructive of these ends, it is the Right of the 
People to alter or to abolish it, and to institute new Gov- 
ernment, laying its foundation on such principles and 
organizing its powers in such form, as to them shall 
seem most likely to effect their Safety and Happiness. 
Prudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments long 
established should not be changed for light and transient 
causes; and accordingly all experience hath shewn that 
mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are suf- 
ferable than to right themselves by abolishing the forms 
to which they are accustomed. But when a long train of 
abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same 
Object evinces a design to reduce them under absolute 
Despotism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off 
such Government, and to provide new Guards for their 
future security. — Such has been the patient sufferance 
of these Colonies; and such is now the necessity which 
constrains them to alter their former Systems of Gov- 
ernment. The history of the present King of Great Britain 
is a history of repeated injuries and usurpations, all hav- 
ing in direct object the establishment of an absolute Tyr- 
anny over these States. To prove this, let Facts be sub- 
mitted to a candid world. 

He has refused his Assent to Laws, the most wholesome 
and necessary for the public good. 

He has forbidden his Governors to pass Laws of imme- 
diate and pressing importance, unless suspended in 
their operation till his Assent should be obtained; and 
when so suspended, he has utterly neglected to attend 
to them. 

He has refused to pass other Laws for the accommoda- 
tion of large districts of people, unless those people 
would relinquish the right of Representation in the Legis- 
lature, a right inestimable to them and formidable to ty- 
rants only. 
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He has called together legislative bodies at places un- 
usual, uncomfortable, and distant from the depository of 
their Public Records, for the sole purpose of fatiguing 
them into compliance with his measures. 

He has dissolved Representative Houses repeatedly, for 
opposing with manly firmness his invasions on the rights 
of the people. 

He has refused for a long time, after such dissolutions, 
to cause others to be elected, whereby the Legislative 
Powers, incapable of Annihilation, have returned to the 
People at large for their exercise; the State remaining in 
the mean time exposed to all the dangers of invasion 
from without, and convulsions within. 

He has endeavoured to prevent the population of these 
States; for that purpose obstructing the Laws for Natu- 
ralization of Foreigners; refusing to pass others to en- 
courage their migrations hither, and raising the condi- 
tions of new Appropriations of Lands. 

He has obstructed the Administration of Justice by refus- 
ing his Assent to Laws for establishing Judiciary Powers. 

He has made Judges dependent on his Will alone for the 
tenure of their offices, and the amount and payment of 
their salaries. 

He has erected a multitude of New Offices, and sent 
hither swarms of Officers to harass our people and eat 
out their substance. 

He has kept among us, in times of peace, Standing Ar- 
mies without the Consent of our legislatures. 

He has affected to render the Military independent of 
and superior to the Civil Power. 
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He has combined with others to subject us to a jurisdic- 
tion foreign to our constitution, and unacknowledged by 
our laws; giving his Assent to their Acts of pretended 
Legislation: 

For quartering large bodies of armed troops among us: 

For protecting them, by a mock Trial from punishment for 
any Murders which they should commit on the Inhabi- 
tants of these States: 

For cutting off our Trade with all parts of the world: 

For imposing Taxes on us without our Consent: 

For depriving us in many cases, of the benefit of Trial by 
Jury: 

For transporting us beyond Seas to be tried for pre- 
tended offences: 

For abolishing the free System of English Laws in a 
neighbouring Province, establishing therein an Arbitrary 
government, and enlarging its Boundaries so as to ren- 
der it at once an example and fit instrument for introduc- 
ing the same absolute rule into these Colonies 

For taking away our Charters, abolishing our most valu- 
able Laws and altering fundamentally the Forms of our 
Governments: 

For suspending our own Legislatures, and declaring 
themselves invested with power to legislate for us in all 
cases whatsoever. 

He has abdicated Government here, by declaring us out 
of his Protection and waging War against us. 
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He has plundered our seas, ravaged our coasts, burnt 
our towns, and destroyed the lives of our people. 

He is at this time transporting large Armies of foreign 
Mercenaries to compleat the works of death, desolation, 
and tyranny, already begun with circumstances of Cru- 
elty & Perfidy scarcely paralleled in the most barbarous 
ages, and totally unworthy the Head of a civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken Captive on 
the high Seas to bear Arms against their Country, to be- 
come the executioners of their friends and Brethren, or 
to fall themselves by their Hands. 

He has excited domestic insurrections amongst us, and 
has endeavoured to bring on the inhabitants of our fron- 
tiers, the merciless Indian Savages whose known rule of 
warfare, is an undistinguished destruction of all ages, 
sexes and conditions.

They too have been deaf to the voice of justice and of 
consanguinity. We must, therefore, acquiesce in the ne- 
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cessity, which denounces our Separation, and hold 
them, as we hold the rest of mankind, Enemies in War, in 
Peace Friends. 

We, therefore, the Representatives of the united States 
of America, in General Congress, Assembled, appealing 
to the Supreme Judge of the world for the rectitude of 
our intentions, do, in the Name, and by Authority of the 
good People of these Colonies, solemnly publish and 
declare, That these united Colonies are, and of Right 
ought to be Free and Independent States, that they are

Jesus spoke of the "abomination of desolation", which 
was spoken of by Daniel the prophet (see: Mt.24, Mk 13, 
Luke 21:21). St. Matthew tells us that Jesus warned Is- 
rael of the soon-to-appear "desolating sacrilege" or 
"abomination of desolation": 
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"So when you see the desolating sacrilege spoken of by 
the prophet Daniel, standing in the holy place (let the 
reader understand), then let those who are in Judea flee 
to the mountains; let him who is on the housetop not go 
down to take what is in his house; and let him who is in 
the field not turn back to take his mantle. And alas for 
those who are with child and for those who give suck in 
those days! Pray that your flight may not be in winter or 
on a Sabbath'" For then there will be great tribulation, 
such as has not been from the beginning of the world 
until now, no, and never will be'" Matthew 24:15-21. 

St. Mark also tells us that Jesus warned Israel of the 
"abomination of desolation", saying: "But when you see 
the desolating sacrilege set up where it ought not to be 
(let the reader understand), then let those who are in 
Judea flee to the mountains; let him who is on the 
housetop not go down, nor enter his house, to take any- 
thing away; and let him who is in the field not turn back 
to take his mantle. And alas for those who are with child 
and for those who give suck in those days! Pray that it 
may not happen in winter. For in those days there will be 
such tribulation as has not been from the beginning of 
the creation which God created until now, and never will 
be'" Mark 13: 14-19. 

St. Luke answers our question for us: What is the 
"abomination of desolation"? the "sacrilege that deso- 
lates"? Jesus, in St. Luke's gospel tells us: "But when 
you see Jerusalem surrounded by armies, then know 
that its desolation has come near. Then let those who 
are in Judea flee to the mountains, and let those who are 
inside the city depart, and let not those who are out in 
the country enter it; for these are days of vengeance, to 
fulfill all that is written. Alas for those who are with child 
and for those who give suck in those days! For great 
distress shall be upon the earth and wrath upon this 
people; they will fall by the edge of the sword, and be led 
captive among all nations; and Jerusalem will be trodden 
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down by the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles are 
fulfilled" Luke 21: 20-24. 

This event, the surrounding of Jerusalem and its desola- 
tion, occurred in the year 70 A.D, which was some forty 
year after Jesus prophecy was given, and in which Je- 
sus sated that the events he spoke of (Jerusalem's 
desolation) were to occur within that "generation", which 
is about a forty years period of time. Within the lifetime of 
those who were hearing him speak, is what Jesus meant 
when he said "this generation" will witness these events: 
"Truly, I say to you, this generation will not pass away till 
all has taken place" Luke 21 :32. 

What are the "days of vengeance" Jesus is speaking of 
here? Here's a clue, which will indicate, without a doubt, 
that Israel is both "Babylon" and the "Whore of Babylon" 
referred to in Revelation, and it's "the abomination of 
desolation" that is the key that will unlock this great mys- 
tery for us. There was only one exception made by Je- 
sus that allows either a man or a woman to divorce their 
spouse, and it's here where things will get very interest- 
ing: 

"And I say to you: whoever divorces his wife, except for 
unchastity, and marries another, commits adultery; and 
he who marries a divorced woman, commits adultery" 
Matthew 19:9. 

So why would God, whom Jesus has said, has told us 
that "...from the beginning [God] made them [people] 
male and female" and that it is "for this reason a man 
shall leave his father and mother and be joined to his 
wife, and the two shall become one flesh" and "for this 
reason a man shall leave his father and mother and be 
joined to his wife, and the two shall become one flesh" 
EVER permit ANY exception for DIVORCE? As Jesus 
does in St. Matthew's gospel (MT 19:9) when he tells us 
that "whoever divorces his wife, except for unchastity, 
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and marries another, commits adultery; and he who mar- 
ries a divorced woman, commits adultery"? 

What IS "unchastity"? It is "whoredom"; or living the life- 
style of a harlot, whether one is a man or a women and 
whether one takes money for it or not. THAT is the ONLY 
reason God permits divorce. Which is why, in St. Mat- 
thew's gospel, Matthew tells us that Jesus listed many 
reasons for why God was divorcing Israel, and that the 
destruction of Jerusalem was Israel's judgment. And that 
until the fullness of the Gentiles be brought in, Israel was 
cut off and that the people of Israel would be scattered 
around the world, which is what happened to Jerusalem, 
Israel, and the Jewish people in 70 A.D. 

At the end of MT 23, Jesus says: "O Jerusalem, Jerusa- 
lem, killing the prophets and stoning those who are sent 
to you! How often would I have gathered your children 
together as a hen gathers her brood under her wings, 
and you would not! Behold, your house is forsaken and 
desolate" (versus 37-38). 

Accept it, deny it, investigate it, Israel is the Whore of 
Babylon, the Great Harlot, whose punishment, during the 
" days of vengeance " (Luke 21:21), which occurred in 70 
AD, has already come upon Israel, because Israel alone 
was guilty of "all the righteous blood shed on earth, from 
the blood of innocent Abel to the blood of Zechariah the 
son of Barachiah, whom you murdered between the 
sanctuary and the altar" and Jesus told them so, and told 
them God was divorcing his errant, whorish, spouse Is- 
rael. "Truly, I say to you, all this will come upon this gen- 
eration" Matthew 23: 36-37. 

Question 2 

2) What is "Babylon", and who is "the Great Harlot" [the 
Whore of Babylon] spoken of by St. John in the book of 
Revelation? "Then one of the seven angels who had the 
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seven bowls came and said to me, 'Come, I will show 
you the judgment of the great harlot who is seated upon 
many waters, with whom the kings of the earth have 
committed fornication, and with the wine of whose forni- 
cation the dwellers on earth have become drunk.' And he 
carried me away in the Spirit into a wilderness, and I saw 
a woman sitting on a scarlet beast which was full of 
blasphemous names, and it had seven heads and ten 
horns. The woman was arrayed in purple and scarlet, 
and bedecked with gold and jewels and pearls, holding 
in her hand a golden cup full of abominations and the 
impurities of her fornication; and on her forehead was 
written a name of mystery: "Babylon the great, mother of 
harlots and of earth's abominations. And I saw the 
woman, drunk with the blood of the saints and the blood 
of the martyrs of Jesus." (Revelation 17: 1-6) 

ANSWER: 

In Revelation 18:24, St. John tells us "...in her [Babylon] 
was found the blood of prophets and of saints, and of all 
who have been slain on earth." In Luke 21:21, we read 
where Jesus told the leaders of Israel that "...upon you 
[Israel] may come all the righteous blood shed on earth, 
from the blood of innocent Abel to the blood of Zechariah 
the son of Barachiah, whom you murdered between the 
sanctuary and the altar." In Luke 11:49-51, Jesus tells 
the rulers of Israel "Therefore also the Wisdom of God 
said, 'I will send them prophets and apostles, some of 
whom they will kill and persecute,' that the blood of all 
the prophets, shed from the foundation of the world, may 
be required of this generation, from the blood of Abel to 
the blood of Zechariah, who perished between the altar 
and the sanctuary. Yes, I tell you, it shall be required of 
this generation." 

Who, alone, is guilty of murdering "all who have been 
slain on earth"? Guilty of shedding "all the righteous 
blood shed on earth, from the blood of innocent Abel to 
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the blood of Zechariah the son of Barachiah, whom you 
murdered between the sanctuary and the altar"? St. 
Luke tells us, doesn't he? "God said, 'I will send them 
prophets and apostles, some of whom they will kill and 
persecute,' that the blood of all the prophets, shed from 
the foundation of the world, may be required of this gen- 
eration, from the blood of Abel to the blood of Zechariah, 
who perished between the altar and the sanctuary. Yes, I 
tell you [Israel], it shall be required of this generation'" 
Luke 11:49-51. Believe it, accept it, or doubt it: Babylon 
= Israel, according to the Bible.

For I tell you, you will not 
see me again, until you say, 'Blessed is he who comes in 
the name of the Lord.'" Matthew 23: 37-39 (ESV) 

Jesus— and God, his Father— was DONE with Israel - 
more than 2,000 years ago, according to Jesus and the 
Bible, so when will YOU decide to start believing in (and 
acting upon) what JESUS said, and STOP SUPPORT-

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Chambersburg Bible Study - Answer to Question 3: 
"Who is "the man of lawlessness [sin]" spoken of by St. 
Paul and what (or who) is antichrist?" 

First: what/who is "antichrist"? then who is "the man of 
sin", which I explain a little of (but not all) near the end. 

Question 3 

Who is "the man of lawlessness [sin]" spoken of by St. 
Paul? "Let no one deceive you in any way; for that day 
will not come, unless the rebellion comes first, and the 
man of lawlessness is revealed, the son of perdition, 
who opposes and exalts himself against every so-called 
god or object of worship, so that he takes his seat in the 
temple of God, proclaiming himself to be God." (2 Thes- 
salonians 2:3-4) [add: "Children, it is the last hour, and 
as you have heard that antichrist is coming" 1 John 2:18 

Answer 

As I said, first: what or who is "antichrist"? 

Here are ALL the passages in the Bible, which are found 
in St. John's letters to the early church, wherein the word 
"antichrist" appears: 

"Children, it is the last hour, and as you have heard that 
antichrist is coming, so now many antichrists have come. 
Therefore we know that it is the last hour. They went out 
from us, but they were not of us; for if they had been of 
us, they would have continued with us. But they went 
out, that it might become plain that they all are not of 
us. But you have been anointed by the Holy One, and 
you all have knowledge. I write to you, not because you 
do not know the truth, but because you know it, and be- 
cause no lie is of the truth. Who is the liar but he who 
denies that Jesus is the Christ? This is the antichrist, he 
who denies the Father and the Son. No one who denies 
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the Son has the Father. Whoever confesses the Son has 
the Father also. Let what you heard from the beginning 
abide in you. If what you heard from the beginning 
abides in you, then you too will abide in the Son and in 
the Father. And this is the promise that he made to us, if 
we keep his commandments, eternal life. 

"I write these things to you about those who are trying to 
deceive you. But the anointing that you received from 
him abides in you, and you have no need that anyone 
should teach you. But as his anointing teaches you 
about everything, and is true, and is no lie— just as it has 
taught you, abide in him" 1 John 2:18-27. 

"Beloved, do not believe every spirit, but test the spirits 
to see whether they are from God, for many false proph- 
ets have gone out into the world. By this you know the 
Spirit of God: every spirit that confesses that Jesus 
Christ has come in the flesh is from God, and every spirit 
that does not confess Jesus is not from God. This is the 
spirit of the antichrist, which you heard was coming and 
now is in the world already. Little children, you are from 
God and have overcome them, for he who is in you is 
greater than he who is in the world. They are from the 
world; therefore they speak from the world, and the 
world listens to them. We are from God. Whoever knows 
God listens to us; whoever is not from God does not lis- 
ten to us. By this we know the Spirit of truth and the spirit 
of error" 1 John 4: 1-6. 

"I rejoiced greatly to find some of your children walking 
in the truth, just as we were commanded by the Father. 
And now I ask you, dear lady— not as though I were writ- 
ing you a new commandment, but the one we have had 
from the beginning— that we love one another. And this 
is love, that we walk according to his commandments; 
this is the commandment, just as you have heard from 
the beginning, so that you should walk in it. For many 
deceivers have gone out into the world, those who do 
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not confess the coming of Jesus Christ in the flesh. Such 
a one is the deceiver and the antichrist. Watch your- 
selves, so that you may not lose what we have worked 
for, but may win a full reward. Everyone who goes on 
ahead and does not abide in the teaching of Christ, does 
not have God. Whoever abides in the teaching has both 
the Father and the Son. If anyone comes to you and 
does not bring this teaching, do not receive him into your 
house or give him any greeting, for whoever greets him 
takes part in his wicked works" 2 John 1:7-11. 

Now, what or who is "antichrist"? 

St John tells us doesn't he? He says "antichrist is com- 
ing, so now many antichrists have come . . . this is the 
antichrist, he who denies the Father and the Son." He, in 
this sense, as John says, is anyone (i.e., female/male, 
many/one, group/individual) "who denies the Father and 
the Son" (together). Not necessarily one, particular per- 
son. Rather, St. John is speaking of everyone in general 
or anyone who is against the Father and Son. Such a 
person or people group is antichrist, or "an" antichrist. 
Many Christians speak of "the antichrist" or "The Anti- 
christ" (I would prefer the "Antichrist" myself, much more 
trendy!:) by personifying John' s "spirit of antichrist" 
(nveuua tou dviixpiOTOu) which is found in 1 John 4:3, 
and turn St. John's "many antichrists" (noAAoi = polloi = 
many; dviixpiOTOi = antichristoi = antichrists), found in 
1 John 2:18, into what they imagine to be a single, em- 
bodied, male, human person-a personification of evil, or 
evil incarnate, that is only ONE man (a true anti-Christ, 
in that Jesus is God (= love) incarnate and this is a re- 
versal of who he is: Christ). 

An interesting idea perhaps, but this very unique, indi- 
vidual personification of "the antichrist" as one, individual 
person — as opposed to the very general evil and spirit 
of antichrist, which St. John spoke of— has no biblical 
support. This anti- or opposite Christ-like figure, this 
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embodiment of evil personified, evil incarnate, is become 
(in the minds of some Christians) a sort of inverted, per- 
verted, upside down Christ, which is certainly a blas- 
phemous (and, in my thinking: demonic) idea, but I don't 
see it in the Bible. These Christians often confuse or 
conflate "the antichrist" St. John speaks of with "the man 
of sin" spoken of by St Paul in 2 Thessalonians 2:3, be- 
cause it does sound singular, like one person, or man. 
But the two are NOT the same, and I think this obvious. 

The same word dviixpiOTOc; (antichristos) is certainly 
not used by St Paul, and there is no logical or biblical 
reason to conflate the two, although many well-meaning 
people seem to be drawn, by well meaning (but lousy) 
Bible teachers to posit the notional (imaginary and un- 
biblical) existence of a supposedly biblical "figure" that 
will soon appear on the world stage. An individual, per- 
son, a "man" of sin: the Antichrist. In fact, St. John tells 
us that "many" (Greek: "noAAoi" (polloi) meaning: 
"many") "dvTixpiOTOi" (dviixpiOTOi = antichrists) have 
gone into the world. The "of ending at the end of makes 
it the plural form of the word dviixpiOT, which is: "anti- 
christoi" or "antichrists" and not just one "antichrist" 
(dviixpiOTOc;) as in "one person" (both the "oi" ending 
and context of the word make it: "antichrists", plural; thus 
what St. John is telling us, here, is that there are "many 
antichrists" who are gone out into the world, and not just 
one; although one can certainly be "an antichrist per- 
son", depending upon what one believes about the Fa- 
ther and his Son, Jesus.

As I say, the two words or phrases are (obviously) NOT 
the same.

To begin at the beginning, let's look at the word "anti- 
christ" and ask ourselves if we know what the word is, 
means, or represents. 

It's a compound word isn't it? anti-christ. like two words 
hooked-together, for a reason. What's the first word? 
anti? what does it mean? Anti- what? Anti-establishment 
? (I like being that.) Anti-war? (I like being that too.) Anti- 
abortion? (I like that as well.) Antichrist? Well, not so 
good; right? A person who says: "Christ? NOT!" is 
against what? Against who? Christ? What were most 
Jewish people in Israel 2,000 ago saying about Jesus? 
"Christ? NOT!"? What would one call Jewish people to- 
day (in Israel or anywhere else) who do NOT accept the 
sacrifice made by Christ for the remission of our sins 
("Christ? NOT!") who choose to reject the fact that Christ 
has conquered death, hell, and the grave through his 
glorious resurrection and that at HIS NAME (Jesus) 
EVERY knee will bow under heaven and in earth? Anti- 
(against) Christ? Any person or people-group can reject 
Christ. That's their choice; everyone's choice; including 
Israel's. 

What was the early Church made up of? All Jewish peo- 
ple, right? Right up until Acts 10? I have no problem with 
Jewish folks, I love Jewish folks, because I love every- 
body, but I cannot allow my human love for a fellow crea- 
ture, made in the image of God, to cause me to ignore or 
overlook someone's (Jewish folks or anyone's) rejection 
of our Savior, Jesus Christ, whether someone is an athe- 
ist ("God? NOT!"), Muslims (who are antichrist, from 
their own book), or Jews (from their own non-canonical 
writings, which scorn the bastard, false prophet Jesus), 
or a Hindu. EVERY knee now MUST bow to CHRIST 
and to him alone (Atheists, Jews, Muslims and, Hindus 
too). 

When it comes to language, words, and translations, this 
one is too easy: the English word "antichrist" is a direct 
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translation, almost a complete transliteration, of the 
Greek word: aviixpiOToq into English. Watch:

The word "anti" (tivTi) and the word "Christ" (xpiotoc;) 
appear together, here as "dviixpioToq" (anitchristos) a 
compound word, in English: antichrist (we drop the -os, 
which simply means: "of" or "the person of Christ"). To 
break the word down it looks like this: "avii" (anti) 
"XpiOToq" (Christ) refering to being "against the person 
of Christ". See more here. 
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To prepare for the next study, which is a continuing study 
of St. Paul's "man of sin" (in 2 Thessalonians 2:2:3), 
read and study the text and the context of the passage, 
and check out biblos for help (online bible study tool 
website).
